Five Newton 
Teachers Will 
Retire in June 


Mr. Thurber, of English 
Department, One of Group 
Serving Many Years 


The retirement of five Newton 
school teachers at the end of the 
present school year was revealed at 
the school committee meeting on 
Monday night when resolutions were 
adopted expressing appreciation for 
their long service. The length of 
service of the five teachers varies 
from 41 years to 14 years with an 
aggregate total of 151 years of teach- 
ing service. Among those who will 
retire are Samuel Thurber, who 
joined the Newton High School fac- 
ulty in 1902 and became head of the 
English department in 1921, and Miss 
Elizabeth A. H. Jackson, kindergar- 
ten teacher at the Roche School in 
Newton Centre who has been a mem- 
ber of the Newton teachers staff for 
41 years. Others who retire are Mrs. 
Agnes W. LaCroix, teacher at the 
Emerson School, Newton Upper 
Falls, 34 years; Miss Ana F. Hig- 
gins, teacher of special classes at the 
Carr School, Newton ville, 23 years; 
and Mrs. Emma S. Whitmore, spe- 
cial ass stant at the Franklin and 
Davis Schools, West Newton, 14 
years. 

The resolutions adopted by the 
committee also expressed regret at 
their retirement. The committee also 
adopted a resolution on the death of 
Nellie Frances Monk, a teacher in 
the public schools of the city for 32 
years. 

Acceptance of the resignation of 
Miss Marjorie Dunstan as an Eng- 
lish teacher in the Weeks Junior 
High School was voted. Miss Dun- 
stan is on a leave of absence and in 
Honolulu where she will accept a po- 
sition in the schools there. 

Miss Mary Louise MacDonald of 
156 Warren st., Newton Centre, was 
elected a teacher in the Rice School, 
Newton Centre, effective next Sep- 
tember. Miss MacDonald is 26 years 
old, was graduated from Newton 
High School in 1932 and the State 
Teachers College in Framingham in 
1935. She received a degree from 
B. U. in 1940. Formerly teaching in 
Merrimac she is at present a teacher 
in Winchester.

School Board 
Defers Action 
On Job Bureau 


Until May Meeting At 
Request of Two Members 


The proposed establishment of a 
placement department in aid of New- 
ton High School students and grad- 
uates was postponed for further con- 
sideration at the next meeting of the 
School Committee on Monday, May 
26th, following a discussion of the 
matter last Monday evening by that 
board. Two members of the commit- 
tee, Joseph F. Wogan of Ward 7 and 
Ralph Tabor Ward 3 question the 
wisdom of taking affirmative action 
at present. Committeeman Wogan 
pointed out that the placement prob- 
lem is not as acute now as in re- 
cent years in view of improving em- 
ployment conditions. He comment- 
ed that there would have been great 
value in the plan in 1932. 

Committeeman Tabor stated that 
there are several legislative propo- 
sals calling for the establishment of 
placement bureaus in all h gh schools 
and suggested that it might prove 
wiser to wait until the State Legis- 
lature has acted upon them. 

Previously Superintendent Warren 
had recommended the establishment 
of a placement bureau to be under 
the direction of Carl P. Birmingham 
of the Newton High School faculty 
who, with a few other teachers, has 
given considerable attention to this 
work in recent years. A clerk would 
also be assigned to the office. Supt. 
Warren explained that a survey has 
shown that approximately 1235 stu- 
dents and graduates whose education 
terminated with graduation from 
high school would be served. In ad- 
dition to placement service they 
would also receive occupational guid- 
ance. It is intended to establish the 
bureau for a year’s trial period be- 
ginning in September.

Rotary Club 


"Democracy Can Be Made To 
Work” was the subject of Mr. Win- 
slow Upton, speaker at the weekly 
meeting of the Newton Rotary Club 
held Monday at the Brae Bum Coun- 
try Club. He asserted that the Amer- 
ican people can make it work if they 
would employ the same persistence 
and integrity that their forefathers 
used. Furthermore we must do it 
if we are to survive as a democracy. 

Mr. Upton described a true dem- 
ocracy as a method of self-govern- 
ment wh ! ch respects the equal rights 
of others while insisting upon its own 
rights. To ijnany people democracy 
is purely a political term, to others 
an economic one while some believe 
it is the unrestrained right to do as 
one pleases. These latter ideas must 
be overcome before a true democra- 
cy exists. True democracy never oc- 
curs automat cally and is not self- 
perpetuating but is always the result 
of hard, self-effacing work by men 
trying to reach some degree of lib- 
erty and justice. It has reached its 
highest development in the United 
States. It is mainly a matter of in- 
dividual development and to make a 
true democracy the man in the street 
must understand the laws of human 
association. Th s can only come about 
by working from the bottom up and 
not by precepts handed out from the 
top. 

Mr. Upton is a voluntary instructor 
in the Henry George School of Social 
Science, of which there are approxi- 
mately 300 teachers in America with 
30,000 enrolled students. The teach- 
ings of the school are based on the 
writings of Henry George, mainly on 
his “Progress and Poverty,” pub- 
fished in 1879. There were many who 
followed him in those days due to 
his outstanding personality but upon 
his death in 1897 the movement lan- 
guished and it is only since 1932 that 
a recurrence has arisen which has 
gained not only national but inter- 
national prominence. 

If the world is ever to enjoy free, 
eqiial association, which is true dem- 
ocracy, it can only be because the 
United States has proved by active 
demonstration that it is the most de- 
sirable concept of a human world. 

In conclusion Mr. Upton said that 
if we are to have true democracy and 
make it work we must have the 
stamina and willingness to prepare 
ourselves to make decisions and to 
make them as individuals. We must 
recognize equal rights of others with- 
out forfeiting our own rights, and 
must have a right to the fruits of 
our own efforts and equality of op- 
portunity. Correct thought will be 
followed by correct action but the 
correct thought must come first. 

Mr. Upton was introduced by Ed- 
ward VanTassel of Newton who has 
a wide acquaintance among Newton 
Rotar ans. He is the instructor of 
the Newton branch of the Henry 
George School of Social Science 
which meets every Tuesday evening 
at the Newtonville branch Library. 

President John Cahill presided and 
the program was under the direction 
of Vice-President Charles A. Meeker.

$25,000 Fire In 
Large Sand Hopper 

A spectacular two-alarm fire in a 
wooden sand-hopper at the plant of 
the Riverside Sand & Gravel Com- 
pany on Grove st., Newton Lower 
Falls, last week Friday, caused dam- 
age in excess of $25,000. The huge 
structure continued to smoulder for 
many hours after the fire was 
brought under control as firemen of 
Newton and Wellesley poured end- 
less streams of water onto it. 

The blaze was discovered about 
7:30 a. m. by Dominic Zarilla, of 33 
Chandler st., Newton, a workman, 
while he was on the top floor of the 
hopper. He ran down the stairs to 
safety as the flames spread rapidly 
and enveloped the building. An 
alarm from Box 53 at 7:36 brought 
Engines 2, 5 and 6 and Ladder 2. 
Deputy Chief Henry T. Seaver or- 
dered a second alarm at 7:41, bring- 
ing an engine and an aerial ladder 
from Wellesley and additional New- 
ton apparatus, Engines 3, 4 and 7 
and Ladder 1. At 8:15 Ladder 3 was 
detailed to the scene of the blaze 
and Waltham apparatus "covered in” 
at the Newton stations. 

The building, about 60 feet high 
and 60 by 50 feet, was constructed 
largely of heavy weeden beams and 
contained considerable machinery, 
including a crusher, screen, cement 
mixer and motors. President Louis 
Vassalotti, of the gravel company, 
expressed the belief that defective 
wiring may have been responsible 
for the blaze. He said the structure 
had been rebuilt last year and new 
wiring installed recently.

DEFENSE GARDENS 


According to national gardening 
leaders, the country’s home-garden 
output is now far under that of 1917, 
with only about half as many gar- 
dening families now as then. 

In the face of these facts, home 
gardeners are advised to do two 
things: Plan to devote increased space 
to vegetable gardening in the com- 
ing season; and perfect plans for the 
1941 garden so as to get the great- 
est possible yield from the space 
available. 

In stepping up yield from vege- 
table gardens of limited size, two 
major devices should be relied on: 
First, companion cropping -the plant- 
ing of fast-growing crops like rad- 
ishes and onions and lettuce be- 
| tween rows of slower-growing vege- 
1 tables like tomatoes and spinach and 
cabbage. The fast growers will bo 
pulled and used before the other 
crops need the space. 

I Second, succession cropping — the 
repeated planting of major crops such 
as beans, sweet corn, radishes, car- 
rots. beets, lettuce. Moderate-size, 
nevv plantings made at regular inter- 
vals during the early part of the 
season will provide a steady supply 
of the fresh vegetables until season’s 
end. 

More frequent plantings can be 
made of the faster-maturing vege- 
tables like radishes and lettuce, than 
of slower maturing items like sweet 
corn and carrots. Care must be 
taken, when planting succession 
crops, to plant only as much as 
can be used before a succeeding 
planting is ready to be harvested.

ciny way. We would, however, 
call attention to the fact that 
the resignation from an elected 
public office prior to the expira- 
tion of a regular term frequent- 
ly results in the hand-picking 
of a person to replace the re- 
signing official. In Newton we 
have hand-picked many persons 
who have more than carried 
their share of the duties of 
their offices with gratifying ben- 
efit to the city. 

However, in almost every in- 
stance the person chosen to fill 
such a vacancy has an advant- 
age over any other candidate 
when his name appears on the 
ballot at the subsequent elec- 
tion. True democracy requires 
the right of franchise and the 
right of the voters to select 
the officials whom they desire 
to serve. Except in extraordin- 
ary and emergency cases we be- 
lieve that elected officers are 
under an obligation to their con- 
stitutents to complete that term 
of office. 


In the Name of 
Defense 

The most oft-repeated phrase 
of the moment is that of doing 
and acting in the name of “na- 
tional detense.” National de- 
fense is the crying need of the 
moment. But what inconsisten- 
cies are committed in its name. 
Let us do all that we can to 
promote the defense and the 
resources of this country that 
democracy may live but let us 
not, simply to get something ac- 
complished for the benefits 
which might be derived there- 
from, do things in the name of 
defense which are not essential 
to it.

Birth Rate Higher; 
Baby Deaths Fewer 

The annual report of the Newton 
Health Department reveals an in- 
crease in the birth rate in Newton 
during 1940. Last year the rate 
was 12.5 per 1,000 population com- 
pared with 12.3 the previous year. 
There were 790 births in Newton, in- 
cluding 317 to non-resident parents. 
There were 473 babies bora outside 
of the city to parents of Newton 
residence. 

The infant mortality rate of 34.9 
in 1939 dropped to 29.6 in 1940, the 
report states. However, the mater- 
nal mortality rate rose to 2.1 after 
three successive years of a record 
low rate of 1.1 per thousand. 

Deaths of babies due to prematuri- 
ty were eight in 1940 as compared 
with 15 the previous year. The re- 
port urges that much more empha- 
sis be placed on prenatal care, point- 
ing out that although the program 
of the Health Department and the 
Newton District Nursing Association 
is bearing fruit, more desirable re- 
sults can be obtained.

Muny 
of the men speakers mentioned the 
fact thut the embroidery and feath- 
erstitching, etc., hud been criticised 
in the newspapers but thut it defin- 
itely helped the morale of the deso- 
lated and destitute bombed victims.

posite the British Museum, has 1000 
employees, functions 24 hours a day. 

"British communiques always are 
on the conservative side,” he stated 
recently, "because, when people dis- 
cover the truth, as they always do, 
it creates more confidence in the 
government to know it actually 
minimizes enemy losses.” 

Prof. Mathews, amid bomb dodg- 
ings, wrote a book, "We Fight for the 
Future,” which outlines the British 
ideals of government. Within two 
weeks after publication, 32,000 
copies had been sold. Strict black 
out conditions with passengers fully 
clothed and protected by life belts 
day and night obtained during the 
15-day voyage back. Prof. Mathews 
was accompanied by Mrs. Mathews. 

Rev. Morrison Russell Boynton of 
the First Church, Newton Centre, 
chairman of the committee of New- 
ton ministers in charge, announced 
this week: 

"The World Council of Churches, 
organized in 1938, already includes 
in its membership all save one of 
the major divisions of Christendom. 
In order to better acquaint the laity 
of our churches with what many 
consider to be one of the most sig- 
nificant and hopeful movements of 
our day, the Newton Ministers As- 
sociation has arranged a special 
Ecumenical Service to be held in the 
Second Church in West Newton, 
Sunday evening, May 4th, at 8 p. m. 

"The sermon will be delivered by 
Prof. Basil Mathews who is profes- 
sor of Christian World Relationships 
at Boston University and Andover 
Newton Theological School. It is 
hoped that the unique opportunity 
of this service will find a large re- 
sponse.” 

Seventy churches in 25 countries, 
including several at war or con- 
quered, have joined forces to form a 
‘league of churches” for interna- 
tional unity. The Assembly of the 
movement is composed of not over 
450 members with a central execu- 
tive committee of 90 members.

Appropriate 
Funds to Finish 
Resurfacing 

Rest of Commonwealth 
Avenue Project To Cost 
$50,000 Total 


Completion of the resurfacing of 
Commonwealth ave. will be accom- 
plished this year as the result of an 
appropriation by the Board of Al- 
dermen, meeting on Monday night. 
The work which was started at Lake 
st. several years ago has been car- 
ried as far as Chestnut st. The new 
work, which will commence about 
July 1, will extend the resurfacing 
to the bridge at Weston, under the 
provisions of Chapter 90 of the Gen- 
eral Laws with the state and coun- 
ty also sharing in the total cost. 

The project is estimated to cost 
$50,000 of which the State Public 
Works Commission has authorized a 
half from state funds. The county 
commissioners have allotted $8,500 
and the city will provide the balance, 
$16,500. An appropriation of $25,- 
000 was made by the Aldermen on 
Monday night upon the recommen- 
dation of Mayor Goddard in order 
that the city, which will act as the 
contractor for the project, could 
finance the beginning of the proj- 
ect. The city will be reimbursed for 
all expenditures beyond the $16,500, 
according to the explanation pre- 
sented by Alderman Joseph B. Jamie- 
son, chairman of the Committee on 
Public Works. 

Street Commissioner John D. 
Haughey stated that the county has 
completed its necessary survey and 
the state will provide inspectors for 
the project. 

Other Appropriations 

The Aldermen also passed an ap- 
propriation of $12,500 for the pur- 
chase of new equipment. Alderman 
Jamieson stated that most of the al- 
lotment would be expended for snow 
plows and one trailer. The city 
now owns 73 trucks. Funds for the

Will Hold Hearing Monday Night 
On Revision of Welfare Board 


Vote $125,000 From 
Surplus For Keeping 
Tax Rate Down 

Acting upon the recommenda- 
tion of Mayor Goddard that he

Alderman McKay stated that 
the use of funds from the sur- 
plus account was a usual proce- 
dure and that it had the appro- 
val of the State Director of Ac- 
counts. In 1940 a sum of $40,000 
was used for the purpose. The 
appropriation of $125,000 repre- 
senting approximately 75 cents in 
the tax rate, would leave a bal- 
ance in the surplus account of 
about $250,000. In addition there 
is a reserve of $250,000 against 
tax titles. The $125,000 made 
available against the tax levy Is 
considerably below the unex- 
pended balance of department 
appropriations of $178,000 last 
year. 


Refuse To Permit 
Transfer of Cullen 
To Regular Post 

Refusual of the State Director of 
Civil Service to permit the transfer 
of the recently reinstated Police 
Sergeant-Mechanic Bartlett Cullen 
to the post of a regular sergeant was 
revealed this week in Mayor God- 
dard’s communication to the Board 
of Aldermen in connection with the 
,case. The full bench of the Supreme 
Court having ruled that the abolish- 
ment of Cullen’s former post in July 
of 1939 was illegal, Mayor Goddard

Day-off-in-Six 
Police System 
Is Permanent 

Aldermen Debate Accept- 
ance of Legislative Act 


Acceptance of the legislative act 
providing for "one day off in every 
six days" for members of the police 
department provided the setting for 
the only lively debate at the meeting 
of the Aldermen on Monday evening. 
Five members of the Board partici- 
pated in the debate with the vote 
finally showing a 14 to 2 margin in 
favor of accepting the act. In ef- 
fect the vote makes permanent the 
"day off in six” system which was 
previously provided for in a budge- 
tary sense by appropriations for sal- 
aries of additional policemen ap- 
pointed permitting organization of 
the force on that basis. Without ac- 
ceptance of the act the “day in six” 
system could be given up by non- 
appropriations of funds for the pur- 
pose. 

Alderman Rawson, chairman of the 
Cla ms and Rules Committee which 
considered the motion for accept- 
ance made by Alderman Eugene Cro- 
nin at the previous meeting, report- 
ed favorable action. He stated that 
the action of the Mayor and Chief 
of Police had put the system into 
effect and acceptance of the legisla- 
tive act would ratify and make per- 
manent the system. 

Alderman Carroll J. Hoffman sta- 
ted that he had voted against the 
budget appropriation for additional 
police appointments. He contended 
that "this is not the time to make 
jobs for young red-blooded men who 
can easily be absorbed in industry 
and defense work. Newton does not 
need more policemen. The present 
police force, on the whole, is doing a 
creditable job.” Mayor Tobin of 
Boston refused recently to change 
the day in eight system because that 
city could not stand it financially, 
Hoffman stated and concluded that

To Have Pistol 
Range at W. Newton 

An appropriation of $5000 for the 
construction of a pistol range at po- 
lice headquarters in West Newton 
was voted by the Aldermen on Mon- 
day night. Alderman Temperley, 
chairman of the Public Buildings 
Committee, stated that the work 
would be done as a WPA project at 
a total cost of $12,602. The range will 
be located on the Cherry st. side of 
the police building and will face to- 
wards Washington st. With the 
sloping ground, the target pit will 
be below the street level. The range 
will be 25 yards in length. 

Chief of Police Michael T. Hughes 
informed the committee that several 
requests have been made from pri- 
vate citizens for permission to use 
the range. Alderman Temperley 
also stated that the available dis- 
tance was insufficient for the in- 
stallation of a rifle range with the 
additional hazard of higher powered 
firing equipment. 

Construction of the range will 
start about May 15th according to 
Harold F. Young, WPA agent. The 
Federal government will provide 
$7,602 for labor with the $5,000 figure 
of the city being expended for ma- 
terials.

Governor Leverett Saltonstall and 
Editor Max Lerner were the prin- 
cipal speakers of the evening session 
of the New England Regional Con- 
ference of educators on Monday 
night in the high school.

Health Board To 
Publish Ratings 

The Board of Health announced 
this week that the bacterial count of 
drinking utensils will be published 
in the bi-monthly bulletin of the de- 
partment in an effort to raise the 
sanitary standards of drinking es- 
tablishments in the city. About 150 
establishments, including restaurants, 
soda fountains and beer parlors will 
be affected. Periodical inspections 
will be made under the direction of 
Alexander A. Robertson and bacterial 
tests will be made of drinking glass- 
es and other utensils. 

In September the department will 
resume publication of the bulletin 
"Your Health” which was suspend- 
ed last year because of lack of funds. 
Provision was made in the Health 
department budget for this purpose. 
Publication of ratings of milk deal- 
ers will also be resumed. 

About a year ago regular inspec- 
tion of drinking places was started 
and but 30 per cent were found to 
be satisfactory* Latest inspections 
show- that 75 per cent are now satis- 
factory but it is determined to bring 
the remainder into sanitary condi- 
tions. 


"Medici” Wanders 
In Search of 
More Learning 

The appearance of a statue of 
"Medici” on the steps of the Newton 
High School yesterday morning failed 
to baffle police as they had been no- 
tified Tuesday night that the stone 
figure had wandered away from his 
usual habitat on the lawn of the home 
of Professor Arthur Michael of 219 
Parker st., Newton Centre. When 
school officials notified the police of 
the appearance of the learned gen- 
tlemen Patrolmen Cummings and Mc- 
Neil were sent to escort him home. 
Whether or not mischievous youths 
had decided that “Medici” needed 
more learning, or whether they had 
sent him as a substitute teacher, and 
who the culprits were has not yet 
been learned. 

It was first thought that the ab- 
ductors had "disarmed” the figure as 
the sword which he held was broken 
off at the hilt but his owner stated 
that the statue had been in that 
condition before its disappearance. 
The figure is valued at $300. 


Mayor Paul M. Goddard has sub- 
mitted to the Board of Aldermen a 
recommendation for the establish- 
ment of a "larger” board of pub- 
lic welfare in place of the present 
board which is constituted of two 
paid directors. At the meeting of 
the Aldermen on Monday night the 
Claims and Rules Committee an- 
nounced that a public hearing would 
be held on the matter at 7:45 on 
Monday evening. May 12th. Notices 
of the hearing were sent to various 
welfare agencies and community or- 
ganizations interested in the ques- 
tion. The Newton Community Coun- 
cil at its annual meeting recently 
recommended the creation of an un- 
paid board of welfare. 

Director James P. Reynolds is pres- 
ent chairman of the board of welfare. 
The other director is Miss Florence 
Fitzgerald who is in charge of the 
old age assistance division. 

The recommendation of the Com- 
munity Council was expressed by a 
unanimous vote of approval of a re- 
port by Robert E. Dickerman. chair- 
man of the Council’s Division of 
Welfare and Relief. 

Newton Board Not Recognized 

The Dickerman report, which com- 
mended the work of Director Rey- 
nolds, stated that Arthur G. Rotch. 
State Director of Public Welfare does 
not recognize the present set-up in 
Newton as constituting a real Board 
of Welfare. The state laws permit 
a city to establish a board with per- 
sonnel. tenure and responsibilities ac- 
cording to an ordinance of its own 
making. 

The Dickerman report suggests the 
appointment of a five-man board of 
unpaid members, with staggering 
terms of office so that rotation would 
be assured with experienced person- 
nel always available, the mayor to 
be an ex-officio member, the duties 
of the board to be as an executive 
and policy making body, the prepara- 
tion of a budget and an annual re- 
port. and the right of final authority 
insofar as the department of public 
welfare is concerned. The director 
of the department should act as the 
administrative officer of the board.

Britain Carries on 
With Persistence 



"Britain Behind the Battlefront” 
was the subject of the talk by Prof. 
Basil Matthews at the weekly meet- 
ing of the Newton Rotary Club held 
Monday at the Brae Burn Country 
Club. Prof. Matthews said in part, 
“Britain is carrying on with a resili- 
ence, resistance and persistence that 
pervades the whole country and the 
supposed arrogance or shyness of the 
British people is turning toward a 
consciousness of humanity that is 
arising everywhere.” Professor Mat- 
thews, who is a member of the Lon- 
don, England, Rotary Club, came to 
America last January as Professor of 
Christian World Relations at Ando- 
ver-Newton and Boston University 
Theological Schools. Before leav- 
ing England he had been for fif- 
teen months in the British Ministry 
of Information and is the author 
of several books, the latest being "We 
Fight for the Future," recently pub- 
lished in England. 

The speaker related some of his 
personal experiences while driving 
through London last fall after the 
great raid which destroyed most of 
the old city including many historic 
landmarks. Every Briton, of the low- 
est as well as the highest class, has 
developed a sturdy resistance to the 
horrors they are now going through 
and the general feeling is that if 
Hitler is not crushed now the world 
will not be worth living in. Any 
possibility of a negotiated peace is 
unthinkable, Professor Matthews be- 
lieves, particularly in the London 
area. 

Questioned as to the probability 
of what will happen in England af- 
ter the war the professor believes 
that without question the people will 
retain the democratic gains that have 
recently come to them. Due to a 
sharply graded income tax which 
takes fifty per cent of the income 
from the poorest and increasingly 
larger amounts from the richer 
classes and particularly heavy in- 
heritance taxes there has been a 
great leveling off in wealth. Most 
of the old estates have either been 
transferred or broken up. The man 
in the street has won personal free- 
dom and is not particularly inter- 
ested in social equality. Eton and 
Harrow, scholastic strongholds of 
aristocracy, are now admitting mid- 
dle and lower middle class boys to 
their classes. He feels that Britain 
will never return to the old, aristo- 
cratic governing classes again. 

Prof. Matthews cited the tour of 
the London Philharmonic Orchestra 
as an example of the mental change 
in the English workingman. When the 
concert hall of the orchestra in Lon- 
don was destroyed by borqbs the or- 
chestra toured England and Scot- 
land, appearing in vaudeville houses 
and any available hall for a week in 
each of various towns. The audi- 
ences packed every performance and 
were enthusiastic and very appre- 
ciative of classical music. This is 
because the British people are now 
suffering in much the same degree 
as the composers who wrote those 
great works and it has brought great- 
er musical appreciation to the peo- 
ple. 

Professor Matthews concluded by 
stating that British morale is excel- 
lent, that they are even now plan- 
ning the rebuilding of ruined build- 
ings, and that their resilience, re- 
sistance and persistence are extreme- 
ly strong. 

The speaker was introduced by Re- 
uel W. Beach of Cambridge, a past 
District Governor of Rotary Interna- 
tional. The program was under the 
direction of Vice-President Charles A. 
Meeker, who announced that the 
speaker next week would be Hon. 
Paul Goddard, Mayor of Newton, 
President John M. Cahill presided.

The All Newton Music School will 
hold a parent-teacher meeting at 8 
o’clock on Monday evening, May 12, 
in the Claflin School, Washington 
Park, Newtonville. 

The purpose of the gathering is to 
give all interested parents an op- 
portunity to meet the teachers of 
their children, and give all an op- 
portunity to discuss ways and means 
of music education, as well as to re- 
view the history and development of 
the music school as an educational 
and social force in Newton during 
the past thirty years. 

The meeting will be from 8 to 9 
o’clock after which there will be an 
informal reception for any who wish 
to stay and talk further over general 
or individual music problems. .

— Democracy 
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speaking choir and drama club. Supt. 
Warren presided and first introduced 
Howard E. Wilson, professor of the 
Harvard School of Education. Prof. 
Wilson gave an interpretation of the 
day’s conference. 

Governor Saltonstall spoke on the 
“Challenge of American Citizenship.” 
He said that educators should strive 
to teach the nation’s imperfections 
but "not to magnify” them. He 
pleaded for national solidarity 
through the teaching of "the real 
American meaning of democracy." 
"Where else in the world are there 
as few imperfections as here in the 
United States of America," he asked. 
“Where else is there such a land of 
opportunity and freedom? Whore 
else does the individual, in his full 
dignity, have such consideration?” 

"The teachers are a part of our 
army of defense. As our young men 
go into military encampments, each 
teacher in her classroom will teach, 
regardless of grade, regardless of sub- 
ject, the meaning of democracy and 
those ideals for which our American 
republic was established. Yes, our 
schools arc the training camp of 
tomorrow'. They are the bulwark of 
our nation, believing in peace, dedi- 
cated to peace, and now praying for 
peace; yet eager and willing to de- 
fend in every way our liberty — and 
the freedom which it is our privi- 
lege to possess. 

"Eagerness of such service is the 
goal of preparing our youth for the 
responsibilities of citizenship. It is 
a lesson that cannot be found in books 
but it is written deep in all our 
hearts.” 

In the final address of the evening 
Max Lemer, editor of the Nation 
and professor of political science at 
Williams College, gave an inspiring 
address on what we can do to edu- 
cate youth for the future. 

He said in part: 

"A sage of long ago is credited 
with having said ‘and now we must 
educate our masters.' ” Today we are 
in the process of doing that very 
thing. We are engaged in an ex- 
periment to find whether we can ed- 
ucate youth or not. Unless we find 
that answer we are out of luck. 

“Today the school is not the cen- 
ter of our educational system. I 
wish it were. More and more our 
youth is being educated from the 
radio, the press, the movies, what 
they hear on the streets, etc., and 
whether we like it or not we must 
face the fact that there is trouble 
ahead for our children. It is a strug- 
gle of the school and parents against 
other forces of society. We must 
get a new perspective. 

"There is a second change. The 
masters have grown insecure and ter- 
rified. Through the decade of depres- 
sion we have seen the rise of ruth- 
less political systems and most of 
our cherished values have become 
topsy turvy. It is not conducive to 
stability. The common man has 
grown uncertain. It is not a good 
atmosphere in which to live. Like 
frightened animals incapable of 
thinking a frightened human being 
doesn’t think clearly. We must do 
something. 

"Yet terrifying as it may be there 
is a certain excitement of being a 
member of the group devoted to the 
training of our masters. We have 
two political theories, two social the- 
ories, two ideological theories and 
two ways of life. This is not a new 
thing— but the two conceptions are 
coming together and unless we ac- 
complish our job and pull the switch 
—there is going to be a crash. Time 
is the essence of the situation. 

"We are living in the harshest 
generation in modern history. Un- 
der the best of circumstances we are 
bound to live in a long ‘ice age.’ Af- 
ter the first World War we were 
taught we were governed best when 
we were governed least. We were 
given in school and college not only 
the questions but the answers. And 
we were taught to sit tight— that 
everything would come out all right. 
It doesn’t work now — youngsters 
know we have not made a go of our 
economic system and our internation- 
al security. Today we know the 
questions but not the answers. What 
can education do in hammering out 
the answers? 

”The basic question is 'what kind 
of a democracy will work.’ To an- 
swer it we must first know that we 
want it and secondly believe that 
some kind of a democracy will work. 
The second with me is largely a mat- 
ter of faith. We must educate and 
to educate we must do so with a 
democratic dynamism. The true 
democracy and capitalism as we have 
known them have come to the end 
of the road. Neither will a democ- 
racy which is isolationist in its for- 
eign policy ever survive. Capi- 
talism must become a new kind of 
planning. Democracy must become a 
strong state— we must have a planned 
war economy, a planned peace econ- 
omy, a planned internal conquest and 
a planned external conquest. We 
must have planned mass distribu- 
tion and massed production. 

"Democracy is like an automobile. 
A collection of parts but to make it 
go it must have a dynamism. That 
dynamism will make us do what we 
have to do — no matter what it may 
he. It will save the world and per- 
fect it. That dynamism will adjust 
to the needs of this harsh age. It 
is something that can act to carry 
us on. There will be nothing to save 
us if we do not discover it quickly. 

"We have got to discover the kind 
of action to take and then be will- 
ing to take it. We have got to edu- 
cate our youth to three things. They 
are truisms and not new things. 'It 
is difficult to understand that which 
is too obvious.’ We have got to 
teach ourselves to understand, to be- 
in < and to act. 

"In the teaching to understand it 
does not do to say that war is evil 
under all conditions. That does not 


teach us to understand it. We have 
seen one democracy go down after 
another — gone and we must realize 
that each of them did not under- 
stand the forces that are in the world 
today. We are not doing our educa- 
tional job when we do not get it 
across that Nazism and its forms 
are realities and not a ghost. Nazis 
victories so far, its plans, etc., arc 
realities. 

"Power politics is not a ghost but 
a reality. The willingness of people 
to accept economic slavery is a real- 
ity not a ghost. The collapse of our 
international security is a reality not 
a ghost. Education has failed because 
it has attempted to shield our youth 
from these realities and has not 
taught them. We have been tempted 
to turn away from the facts. We 
must look these facts in the face. 

"Nazism is not better or superior 
than our system. But Nazism has 
got the jump. It knew from the 
start the revolutionary situation 
which grew out of the first World 
War. It knew the weak points and 
it knew how to split and divide us 
and keep us apart. We must face 
things in the spirit of taking the 
revolutionary situation that exists 
and turning it to suit our aims. Peo- 
ple are ready for a drastic change. 
We must convert our own country 
and then others as far as we can 
into really functioning democracies. 
No educational system is good that 
cannot do that. 

"We must teach youth to believe. 
Unless we develop a fighting faith 
we are not going to survive. I do 
not blame the young people for their 
fears — we have told them and taught 
them that the whole American tradi- 
tion is to question things. I have 
come to believe that this thing is so 
good that I am ready to live for it, 
work for it and kill for it. We do 
not have to wait to believe that. 
We have got to teach what these 
forces are, what has been tried and 
tested, what there is to be done, 
what there is to believe in and get 
them to do it. We cannot get away 
with the old Memorial Day perora- 
tion on democracy. They arc fed up 
on it. And we cannot develop a 
cause of belief unless we go into 
Springs of action. 

"Our educational job is to get em- 
ployment for the masses. Show them 
what works. Show them not only 
the prospects of making a living but 
of making a life. Show them their 
superiority. We are not born equal 
—we are born with marked inequal- 
ity hut we can make the most of 
what we have and what we are 
taught. 

"My cause of belief is a democratic 
belief — a democratic freedom. I be- 
lieve we have a great country — it is 
breath-taking to live in it— it is so 
good we want to keep it— not have 
anyone else take it over. It is great 
in human resources. And to quote 
Judge Louis D. Brandeis ‘it is a na- 
tion of nations.’ In its conglomerate 
mass is richer stuff than in any other 
country with their racial unity. Our 
conglomeration of races is our pride. 
I believe we have enormous ability 

from the miner, the factory worker 
and on up the ordinary person is 
good sound stuff. I believe there 
can be no dignity when the little 
fellow is pushed around. I believe 
there must be no corporate or gov- 
ernmental tyranny. I believe we 
ought to choose our leaders by ma- 
jority will. Democracy may be de- 
fined in three words 'Liberty plus 
groceries.’ Economic secure living 
is not enough — we must create great 
culture, great American patriotism 
and great American nationalism. If 
America were not a democracy 1 
would not believe in it. And I look 
forward to a world where America 
is a leader if it is livable as a democ- 
racy. I want America to lead in a 
democratic century because it is the 
greatest democracy. 1 believe in 
the American democratic dream. And 
I want to protect what we have. 

"We must teach action. In the 
past we were taught that to act 
was subversive. We have split our 
students into two groups — those who 
have been taught to act without un- 
derstanding and those who have been 
taught to understand without act- 
ing. There is a real cleavage be- 
tween doers and thinkers. We must 
act as men of thought and think as 
men of action. Once America gets 
started there is only one adjective 
and I have to go to Hollywood for 
that— super-colossal. What are we 
going to do with that force which 
may easily destroy us? We have 
had many ideas that were never 
acted upon and if we continue we 
are going to become sterile and fu- 
tile of ideas. 

"We will never return to the inac- 
tion of a non-planned economy tradi- 
tion. We cun never survive the trend 
of nutional isolationism. We must 
first reach perfection in America be- 
fore we attempt much outside. But 
'we cannot wait until we make Amer- 
ica altogether perfect. We must un- 
derstand the organic relationship be- 
tween democracy at home and abroad. 
Is there really a chance we can still 
survive? We may have to face a 


hard battle alongside of England but 
think how overwhelming the odds 
would be if we had to do it alone 
without her. We must understand 
the inevitable tendencies that are 
making this wave of the future. 
There are certain interpretations in 
history. Neither Nazism or democ- 
racy is sure of the future. Every- 
thing depends upon our intelligence 
and our will. America is suffering 
from paralysis of the will. In the 
past America has always shaken it- 
self from this paralysis of will. We 
have a chance to do so again. The 
school can educate for a dynamic 
democracy but first must prepare it- 
self. The function of education is 
to teach these three things — to un- 
derstand — to believe — and to act.”

In 
the evening they found that the pre- 
tended order was a hoax and they 
reported again for work Thursday 
morning. 

The men employed by the city in 
the highway department have asked 
for an increase in pay to $2 per 
day. The highway committee have 
considered the matter but have not 
yet given a definite answer. The la- 
borers in the water department are 
also reported to be about to ask for 
an increase.

“Let’s resolve now that we will 
not be terrified into any postdefense 
depression. We know we can pro- 
duce. Let’s do it then. By a joint 
and courageous effort we can keep 
this country going in peace and in 
war. 

“The future of our country is 
bound up with the work of our fac- 
tories; and the future of our young 
men lies neither on the street cor- 
ner nor on the foreign battlefield, 
but in the productive life of a great 
and free nation.”

Report Shows 
More Violations; 
Fewer Accidents 


A record for police activity was 
set in April when nearly two thou- 
sand motorists were halted for viola- 
tion of the automobile laws accord- 
ing to the monthly report of the 
police traffic bureau. A total of 1539 
out-of-town residents were allowed 
to go with warnings while letters 
of complaint concerning 142 were 
sent to the Registry of Motor Ve- 
hicles. 

Warnings were given to 340 New- 
ton residents and letters of com- 
plaint were sent on 39. In many 
cases licenses were suspended as the 
result of the complaints. 

Of those stopped 109 had previously 
been apprehended in Newton. 

A reduction in all classification of 
auto accidents for the month was also 
reported by Sergt. Thomas J. Burke 
of the traffic bureau. The number 
of accidents resulting in injuries was 
19 compared with 28 a year ago. 
Twelve operators and 12 passengers 
were injured compared with 14 op- 
erators and 26 passengers in April 
of 1940. Five pedestrians and one 
bicyclist for April 1941 against eight 
walking and 4 cyclists for the same 
month in 1940. Among accidents in 
which property damage alone oc- 
curred there was a drop of but one, 
from 19 in April 1940 to 18 this last 
month.

National Committee 


Walter M. Taylor, Newton High 
School teacher and coach of tennis, 
has been named to the national com- 
mittee for the promotion of inter- 
scholastic tennis. The appointment 
indicates that in the future consid- 
eration will be given in junior seed- 
ings and rankings to high school ten- 
nis players in Greater Boston. 

Until a decade ago interscholastic 
tennis was confined mostly to pri- 
vate and preparatory schools but in- 
creasing interest in the sport has 
brought many high schools into the 
field. Newton High,, one of the ear- 
liest public schools to sponsor a team, 
has advanced far under the direction 
of Coach Taylor. A record of 53 
matches without a defeat is the pres- 
ent record of the teams extending 
over several years. One of the high- 
lights of this record is that it in- 
cludes matches with the preparatory 
and private schools. 

Taylor has done much to foster 
tennis among the high schools of 
Massachusetts. Under his initiative 
Newton sponsored the first inter- 
scholastic tournament for high 
schools some years ago, an event 
which has grown in popularity until 
it attracts numerous school teams.

snaps, pins, darning cotton, wash 
cloth, towel, soap, band-aids, tooth- 
brush, tooth powder, Kleenex, toilet 
tissue, writing paper, envelopes, pen- 
cil, flashlight. 

Production Headquarters is ap- 
pealing to families for the volunteer 
services of their chauffeurs and cars.

“The director declined to permit 
his employment as a regular ser- 
geant so he must return as ser- 
geant-mechanic, making an extra 
mechanic at work in care of police 
cars,” the Mayor’s communication 
stated. No action has been taken to 
reimburse Cullen for loss of pay 
during the long legal fight over his 
ousting but adjustment is expected 
to be made shortly. 

The reinstatement of Sergeant- 
Mechanic Bartlett Cullen became ef- 
fective on Monday morning when he 
returned to his duties at the police 
garage. On Monday evening, the 
Board of Aldermen, upon recommen- 
dation of Mayor Paul M. Goddard, 
appropriated the sum of $1,617.67 for 
Cullen’s salary for the balance of the 
year. The salary is $2450 for the 
full twelve month period.

and was taken to the state police 
barracks at Framingham. 

Attorney General Robert T. Bush- 
nell’s office announced that the ac- 
cused man is believed to have 
switched the funds of the two organ- 
izations back and forth whenever an 
audit of the state bank examiners 
was due in order to cover the short- 
age over a period of eleven years. 
It was stated that the Waban man 
had suffered heavy financial reverses 
in the 1929 market crash. He is mar- 
ried and the father of two children.

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A Lower Tax Rate 

An analysis of the available 
figures in preparation of the 
Newton tax rate indicates that 
upon approval of the local as- 
sessors’ figures by State Tax 
Commissioner Henry F. Long, 
local taxpayers will enjoy a 
reduction in the 1941 tax rate 
as large as that of a year ago. 
By careful handling of the city’s 
finances, by a reduction in the 
annual budget, and by the use of 
a portion of surplus funds a re- 
duction of approximately a dol- 
lar per thousand is anticipated. 
It should be emphasized that in 
appropriating a portion of the 
surplus funds available that the 
$125,000 thus used is less than 
the unexpended balances in de- 
partmental appropriations re- 
maining from last year. In other 
words, the surplus account is 
not being unduly drained to ef- 
fect the tax reduction. The 
amount from the surplus fund 
represents about 75 cents per 
thousand in the tax rate. 

In addition to the use of 
$125,000 from the surplus ac- 
count numerous other factors 
enter into the possibility of 
a lower tax rate despite the 
additional costs of the two- 
platoon system in the fire de- 
partment and the day-ofT-in- 
six system in the police depart- 
ment. These factors include 
the increased income tax and 
corporation tax receipts. Here 
there is a gain of about $135,000. 
And better still from the Newton 
taxpayer’s point of view is a 
continued downward trend indi- 
cated for 1942. All of which 
makes for a healthy local finan- 
cial condition. 
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Fantastic Events 
The flight of the Nazi leader 
No. 3, Rudolf Hess, to Eng. 
land is one of the most fan- 
tastic events that ever occur- 
red in the history of warring 
nations.

Released 
from a bondage of untruth he 
fled to the one place where he 
is reasonably safe from the 
“purge” which he unquestion- 
ably was about to face. One 
great hope for humanity in this 
war-torn world is that others 
who are helping to maintain a 
false and ruthless conquest will 
see the error of their ways and 
put their strength and effort in-

Newton Public Safety Committee 
Will Explain Plans Being Made 


Only English Woman 
Air Warden To Speak 


Two announcements, important to 
all Newton citizens, were made to- 
day by John M. Bierer, Chairman of 
the Newton Committee on Public 
Safety. The first is the Newton De- 
fense Meeting at the Newton High 
School Auditorium on Tuesday, May 
27th, at 8 p. m. This meeting is 
open to all Newton citizens and all 
are invited to attend. The second 
announcement is that of the member- 
ship of the Newton Committee on 
Public Safety, and its Executive 
Committee. 

The two main speakers at the New- 
ton Defense Meeting, May 27th, will 
be J. W. Farley, a Newton resident, 
and Executive Director, Massachu- 
setts Committee on Public Safety, 
and Mrs. Humphreys Plowden, the 
only woman in England to serve as 
Deputy Chief Air Warden. Supple- 
menting these speakers will be Mayor 
Paul M. Goddard, who will welcome 
new citizens to Newton, and William 
V. M. Fawcett, City Air Raid Precau- 
tion Warden, who will describe what, 
in addition to many utility and pub- 
lic services, Newton must prepare 
to defend. John M. Bierer, Chair- 
man of the Committee, will describe 
what has already been done and is 
being done and the plans that are 
being developed and in which thou- 
sands of Newton residents will vol- 
unteer their services. The Newton 
American Legion band will provide 
music and several other interesting 
features for the meetings are 
planned. 

Meetings Held 

Many committee meetings have 
been held by Mr. Bierer since his ap- 
pointment as chairman of the New- 
ton Committee by J. W. Farley, Ex- 
ecutive Director, Massachusetts Com- 
mittee on Public Safety. Mr. Bierer 
has taken occasion to point out at 
these meetings that Newton, working 
under the instructions and with the 
co-operation of the Massachusetts 
Committee on Public Safety, is not 
proceeding on the probability that 
Newton will be bombed. But, it is 
working out its defense program 
against such possibility — also on the 
theory that the best defense is pre- 
paredness. He has pointed out that 
those best prepared are the least 
likely to be attacked. He has also 
emphasized the enthusiasm hundreds 
of Newton citizens have shown in 
the program by offering their services 
and gladly accepting all assignments. 

At the meeting the full Newton 
defense program, with accomplish- 
ments to date, will not only be dis- 
cussed, but Mr. Farley, one of the 
main speakers, will describe what 
is being done on a statewide, as 
well as a national basis. In addi- 
tion, Mrs. Prowden will bring to the 
group first-hand information of just 
what should be done for adequate 
defense, based on her thrilling ex- 
periences in England.

Would Accommodate 60 
In Brick Mansion In 
Residence District 


With recollections of the long- 
drawn-out controversy over the es- 
tablishment of a girls school in the 
Mount Ida section of the city a few 
years ago not entirely eradicated by 
time, residents of the Farlow Hill 
section of Newton are indicating 
widespread interest in a petition for 
the establishment of a private school 
for boys in that part of the city. The 
request, signed by Robert W. Whit- 
more of Cambridge, and others, will 
be the subject of a public hearing 
before the Claims and Rules com- 
mittee of the Board of Aldermen on 
Wednesday evening, May 28th. 

The petition is dissimilar in many 
ways to that of the girls school a few 
years ago as no change of zone is 
necessary. Aldermanic approval is 
essential because the brick mansion, 
located at the corner of Franklin st. 
and Waverley ave., is in the single 
residence A district. 

The proposal is understood to 
bring about the removal of a boys’ 
private school in Cambridge and to 
establish the school, a day school 
accommodating approximately 60 
boys, in Newton. Being of a second- 
class brick construction, the mansion 
is adequate under the building laws 
with the exception of the installa- 
tion of fire escapes and other minor 
alterations. 


To Dedicate Organ 
At Lower Falls 


The newly rebuilt organ at St. 
Mary’s Episcopal Church, Newton 
Lower Falls, will be dedicated at a 
special organ recital at 7:30 next 
Tuesday, May 20th, with Miss Lou- 
ise Winsor of East Greenwich, R. I., 
as the special organist. Bishop Hen- 
ry Knox Sherrill will confirm and 
welcome into the church a special 
group of candidates at a service to 
follow the organ recital. 

The final step in the reconstruction 
program started over a year ago at 
St. Mary’s Church will be completed 
when the rebuilt organ is dedicated. 

The organ has had an honorable 
history, some of the pipes dating back 
to an organ installed in 1850 which 
served the church for half a cen- 
tury. In 1900 it was rebuilt and en- 
larged by Thomas Ryder who was 
responsible for many New England 
church organs of the late eighteen 
hundreds. 

The present reconstruction has 
been done by Ernest M. Skinner, 
well known authority on organs. It 
involved the extension of the scope 
of the instrument by the addition of 
stops and the provision of a modern 
action. Hugh Spencer of St. Mary’s 
Church headed a committee to mod- 
ernize and rebuild the organ.

At consecration ceremonies at the 
Cathedral of St. Luke in Portland, 
Maine on Tuesday morning, Rev. 
Oliver Leland Loring, former resi- 
dent of Newton, became the fifth 
bishop of the Episcopal Diocese of 
Maine. Bishop Loring who is 37 
years old, the youngest man ever 
named bishop of the Maine diocese 
and the youngest member of the 
present body of bishops in the Amer- 
ican Episcopal church, is the son of 
the late Rev. and Mrs. Richard T. 
Loring of Newtonville. Rev. Richard 
T. Loring for many years was rec- 
tor of St. John’s Episcopal church. 

Bishop Loring was ordained in the 
Cathedral Church of St. Paul, Bos- 
ton in March, 1931 and began his 
ministry at Grace Church, New Bed- 
ford as a curate. He left New Bed- 
ford to become rector of the Church 
of the Epiphany in Dirchester, but 
was recalled to Grace Church in 1936 
to serve as rector, succeeding Rev. 
John M. Groton. He succeeds the 
late Bishop Benjamin Brewster. 

Rt. Rev. St. George Tucker of 
New York City, president of the 
House of Bishops, officiated as con- 
servator. Very Rev. Howard D. Perk- 
ins, dean of St. Luke’s Cathedral, 
was master of ceremonies. Rt. Rev. 
Henry Know Sherrill, D.D., bishop of 
Massachusetts, was the preacher. A 
brother, Rev. Richard T. Loring, of 
St. David’s Church, Baltimore, was 
one of the presbyters. 

The church was filled with several 
hundred persons and many digni- 
taries of the New England diocese. 
Bishop Sherrill, who gave the sermon, 
officiated in the ceremonies ten years 
ago at which Bishop Loring was 
ordained.

Claim Present 
Welfare Board 
Not Recognized 

Proposed New Board 
Favored and Opposed 
At Public Hearing 


The proposal that a board of pub- 
lic welfare be established in Newton 
was the subject of a public hearing 
before the Claims and Rules commit- 
tee of the Board of Aldermen on 
Monday evening. Arguments in fa- 
vor of the recommendation as sub- 
mitted by Mayor Goddard were of- 
fered by representatives of the New- 
ton Community Council. Opposing 
views and suggestions were also ex- 
pressed. 

Richard B. Carter, president of 
the Family Service Bureau, a mem- 
ber of the Community Council, and 
Robert E. Dickerman, chairman of 
the division of welfare and relief of 
the Council, spoke at length in fa- 
vor of the Dickerman report to the 
Council which was unanimously 
recommended at the recent annual 
meeting of that organization. This 
report suggested a five-man unpaid 
board with terms of the members 
staggered so as to provide a rota- 
tion when new appointees were 
named; with the mayor an ex-officio 
member of the board; the duties of 
the board to be as an executive and 
policy-making body; the preparation 
of an annual budget; and the right 
of final authority in the department 
as far as public welfare is con- 
cerned; and the director of the de. 
partment to act as the administra- 
tive officer of the board. 

Board Not Now Recognized 

Dickerman asserted that the pres- 
ent “board” of two paid directors 
is not recognized as a “real board of 
welfare” by the state department of 
welfare, of which Arthur G. Rotch 
is director. The state laws permit a 
city to establish a board with per- 
sonnel, tenure and responsibilities, 
according to an ordinance of its own 
making. In reply to a question from 
Alderman Temperley regarding a 
board of seven, making a represen- 
tative from each ward in the city, 
Dickerman commented that seven 
would be “too large and cumber- 
some." 

Attention was called to the possi- 
bility that Federal Aid might be 
withheld unless a Board of Welfare 
was established or the head of the 
department is placed under civil ser- 
vice. Last year the city received 
nearly $150,000 in grants for four 
different welfare purposes. The State 
Legislature is considering passage of 
a bill placing all Directors of Public

Predict Reduction 
To Rate Near $28 


Announcement of the 1941 New- 
ton tax rate is expected within the 
next 48 hours. Local assessors have 
practically completed the tabulation 
and calculation necessary to de- 
termine the rate. Prior to publicly 
announcing the new figure, how- 
ever, the recapitulation of the war- 
rants. receipts and valuations must 
be submitted to the State division of 
corporations and taxations. Tax 
Commissioner Henry F. Long will 
then certify the local assessors' ac- 
tion in fixing the rate. A year ago the 
1940 rate of $29.20 was announced 
on May 10th at which time Newton 
was the first city in the Common- 
wealth to have its figures approved 
by the state office The 1940 rate was 
a dollar less than that of the year 
previous. 

It has been conceded for some time 
that the 1941 rate would show a re- 
duction from the former rate. The 
exact amount will not be known 
until the final computation can be 
made but an analysis of the avail- 
able important figures would indi- 
cate that the rate to be announced 
will be in the close vicinity of $28 
per thousand. This will mean a re- 
duction of $1.20 from the present 
rate. 

The 1941 budget figures total $5,- 
524.580.15. an increase of approxi- 
mately $60,000 over the 1940 budget 
and additions. The new budget fig- 
ures include an amount of $75,000 
to care for future necessary appro- 
priations whereas a year ago an 
amount of $124,000 had to be made 
up for appropriations made after the - 
tax rate for 1939 had been set. In 
1939. it will be recalled, the setting 
up of the biennial state budget by 
the Legislature delayed the fixing of 
tax rates until midsummer. 

In addition to the increased local 
appropriations, there is an increase 
of about $13,000 in state, county, and 
Metropolitan District warrants. The 
county taxes this year will be $233,- 
236.73 against $208,082.25 a year 
ago: the state tax will be $407,550 
this year against $387,360 in 1940; 
and the total, including Metropolitan 
District and other charges, will be 
$823,051.07 this year against $810,- 
877.02 a year ago. 

Offsetting these increases in local, 
county and state charges is a sub- 
stantial increase in receipts from 
Newton’s share of income and cor- 
poration taxes. The city will re- 
ceive $471,117.62 from the income 
tax source, an increase of $100,000 
over the figure of $371,400.59 of last 
year, and $62,191.10 from corpora- 
tion taxes, an increase of nearly 
$34,000 over the $28,561.30 received 
on this account in 1940. Newton’s 
share of the highway fund or gaso- 
line tax receipts this year will be 
$219,622.80, a slight increase over 
the $215,460 received last year.

Named for Educator 


The Recreation Commission has re- 
ceived a petition from the Newton- 
ville Improvement Association re- 
questing that the new playground 
at Watertown st., Albemarle rd. and 
Crafts st., be named the Horace Mann 
Memorial Playground. The name 
was selected in honor of the great 
educator, once a resident of the city, 
and for whom the school nearby is 
named. 

The playground, covering an area 
of 18 acres, will be developed as a 
play area and as an athletic field for 
the* F. A. Day Junior High School.

The ladder-stealing activities of 
David Larrabee, 26, formerly of 
Newtonville, alleged to have extend- 
ed from Massachusetts into Rhode Is- 
land. resulted in his being rearrested 
on Monday after he had been re- 
leased from Concord Reformatory 
where he had completed a 25 months 
sentence. In the Newton court on 
Tuesday morning he pleaded guilty to 
five charges of larceny involving the 
theft of extension ladders in New- 
ton in 1939. After being given a sus- 
pended sentence of a month in the 
House of Correction on each count 
he was held tor Rhode Island authori- 
ties. He waived extradition and of- 
ficers of that state returned him 
to their jurisdiction Tuesday after- 
noon. He is wanted in Pawtucket 
and Central Falls. 

Larrabee was arrested in North 
Attleboro in April 1939 and sentenced 
to Concord Reformatory.

William H. Paxton, well-known ar- 
tist. died at his home, 15 Montvale 
rd..

His canvasses 
are in the permanent collections of 
such institutions as the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, the Corcoran Gal- 
lery, the Museum of Fine Arts, Bos- 
ton, Pennsylvania Academy of Fine 
Arts and museums in Cincinnati, De- 
troit and Hartford. At the various 
art shows throughout the nation his 
canvases were invariably voted as 
the best. For several years he was 
a member Qf the faculty of the Bos- 
ton Museum of Fine Arts School. 
He was a veteran member of the St. 
Botolph Club of Boston, the National 
Arts and Salamagundi Club of New 
York and the Art Club of Philadel- 
phia. 

Funeral services will be conducted 
this afternoon at 3 o’clock in the Ful- 
ler Chapel of the Second Church in 
Newton, West Newton, by Rev. Karl 
Reiland, personal friend of Mr. Pax- 
ton, and former rector of St. George’s 
Church.

Children, the case load is now 160 
families and the average cost of $65 
per month per case. This figure 
which seems high, is probably due 
to the fact that larger families are 
receiving aid. The case load for 
General Relief for last month was 
427 cases as against 636 for the same 
month in 1940. In the first two cate- 
gories, cash is given to the recipi- 
ents, but in General Relief, cash and 
food orders are given. In order to 
be eligible for this aid, honest work 
must be given by an employable 
head of a family where possible, 
otherwise this type of aid would be- 
come a dole. In closing, Mr. Rey- 
nolds said that his problems had 
been made easier because of help 
from other organizations. and 
thanked the Newton District Nurs- 
ing Association for their co-opera- 
tion.

Defense Preparations 

The mass meeting on local 
defense preparations to be held 
soon should be of widespread 
local interest. For some years 
there has been in existence in 
Newton an “Emergency Dis- 
aster Committee” which has 
been in readiness to function in 
case of major catastrophe. Now, 
under the direction of state and 
national authorization local de- 
fense work is to be organized in 
case of necessity. No one an- 
ticipates that Newton or its vi- 
cinity is in immediate danger of 
bombing or invasion, but there 
is every vital necessity in be- 
ing ready for whatever might 
occur. Too frequently in the 
past few years we have wit- 
nessed events transpiring with 
a suddenness and swiftness that 
have changed the course of his- 
tory. And much of the tragedy 
and pathos might well have 
been averted had adequate prep- 
arations been made. The Ameri- 
can people are habitually leth- 
argic when it comes to prepar- 
ing for something which might 
never transpire. But America, 
herself, might find it too late, 
unless her citizens begin to feel 
this need for adequate defens- 
ive preparations.

Welfare under civil service. As the 
administrative officer of the Board 
the director would be subject to ap- 
pointment. In three states Federal 
aid has been withheld until either 
a Board has been established or the 
director placed under civil service. 
Newton would be better off with 
board is generally conceded, Mr. Dic- 
kerman reported. 

Valuable constructive and preven- 
tive functions would be exercised by 
the board, Richard B. Carter stated. 
He told how the board of directors 
of the Family Service Bureau had 
enabled unfortunate families to get 
on their feet by a "sympathetic and 
understanding” study of cases 
brought to its attention. He cited 
cases in one of which the family 
had to accustom themselves to a 
lower standard of working, the hus- 
band had to overcome his prejudice 
against his wife working and their 
morale had to be maintained. 

Harold P. Carver, president of the 
Community Council, expressed the 
necessity of the board in preventing 
overlapping between public and pri- 
vate agencies. He predicted that the 
board would save both time and 
money, with the Board of Aldermen 
retaining control of the money and 
the Welfare board doing an admin- 
istrative job entirely. 

Alderman Theodore E. Lockwood, 
chairman of the aldermanic com- 
mittee on soldiers’ relief, suggested 
that the proposed board be required 
to review all cases of public welfare 
as his committee has done. He ad- 
mitted that the task would be con- 
siderably greater because of the 
larger number of cases. Director 
Director James P. Reynolds of the 
Welfare Department, in reply to 
questions, stated that there were 427 
cases of general relief in April; 713 
old-age assistance; and 160 aid to 
dependent children. 

Lyscom A. Bruce, executive direc- 
tor of the Newton Community 
Chest, in replying to the suggestion 
of Alderman Carroll J. Hoffman that 
two members of the Welfare Board 
should he chosen from the Board of 
Aldermen, stated that the proposed 
board should be kept out of politics, 
although he would not apply this 
reference to the present board, 
there was no assurance for the fu- 
ture. "The board should consist of 
business men with proper balance 
between head and heart," he de- 
clared. 

Alderman Henderson Inches stated 
that "if it will be no better than 
other boards of directors and com- 
mittees I have known, it would be 
best to leave it alone,” in describing 
the lassitude and ineffectiveness of 
some boards he had experienced. 

Julian F. Head of 38 Cummings 
rd., Newton Centre, opposed the 
proposed board as it would "only 
pass the buck’’ and "delay the work 
of the present directors.” He pointed 
out the marked decrease in welfare 
and believed the present directors 
should carry on without interference.

At the State House on Wednesday 
rules were suspended to admit the 
petition of the Newton and Water- 
town Gas Light Co., to authorize it 
to produce and supply the public 
with electric light. There seems thus 
some prospect of having electric 
lights in Newton. 


The Circuit road is finished at 
last, and the indications now are that 
it will be ready for the running of 
trains next Sunday as has been prom- 
ised. The new portion of the road 
from Riverside to Newton High- 
lands branch, is a fraction over three 
miles long, and was finished on Tues- 
day. Work on the extension was be- 
gun in 1884, the grading was com- 
pleted last fall, and the rails were 
laid this spring. (Editorial — the open- 
ing of the road marks an important 
event in the history of Newton, and 
one which is expected to have great 
influence upon the future. Some pre- 
dict that it will cause the population 
to be doubled within a very few 
years, as it makes easy of access a 
large tract of vacant land in a part 
of the city that is well situated for 
residences. 

Newton Upper Falls item — The 
regular running of trains over the 
Circuit R. R. will commence Sunday, 
an event long looked for, and one on 
which several bets have been made, 
as many were sanguine that it would 
have been in operation over a year 
ago, and bet accordingly. It is how- 
ever of little importance to this vil- 
lage as we are no better off than we 
have been for the past two years. We 
must go either to Cook st. or the 
Highlands as heretofore, or else to 
the new Beacon St. station; to be 
called "Newton Elms” (delegates for 
the poor house or members of the 
fire dept, who "get left” by their 
respective pieces of apparatus, when 
Box 52 comes in will purchase tick- 
ets for this station) which is about 
the same distance in the opposite di- 
rection. No depot has as yet been 
provided for us, either at Boylston 
st. or Woodwardville, the two points 
for its location now under consider- 
ation, the former favored by a few 
who have personal interests at stake, 
and the latter by a great majority of 
our people who are backward in com- 
ing forward and fighting for their 
desires. Thus some half a dozen 
or so families in the vicinity of Broth- 
er Moody’s home for the unfortunate 
will have a station while the whole 
village of Upper Falls will for a time 
at least have none, which is history 
repeating itself. 

Sunday morning a resident of Wal- 
tham st. missed two quarts of baked 
beans and two loaves of brown 
bread from his front steps, left there 
by the baker for the Sunday break- 
fast of the family. A tramp who was 
seen in the vicinity had appropriated 
them, and put the edibles where they 
would do the most good.

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Marking Fatal Spots 

The plan to mark all spots on 
Newton streets where automo- 
bile fatalities have taken place, 
with a three-foot yellow circle 
circumscribing a red cross has 
been held up as a result of pro- 
tests. We believe that these pro- 
tests were made before due 
thought and consideration was 
given and that they have been, 
perhaps, a little hastily made. 

The project is in the interests 
of greater safety. No pedestrian 
or automobile driver can help 
but use considerably more cau- 
tion on noting these markers. 
And they will be noticed. Pro- 
testants claim that their sensibil- 
ities and those of relatives of 
the victims at such locations 
would be affected. Relatives of 
these victims do not need “mark- 
ers” to recall to their minds 
that “X” was the spot where 
their kin met death. The knowl- 
edge of the location is filled with 
constant and indelible remind- 
ers and in many instances they 
will avoid the location except 
when necessary until they have 
readjusted themselves to the 
emotional disturbance caused by 
the accident. 

On the contrary, we believe 
that many of the relatives would 
welcome the warning “marker” 
in the knowledge that the pres- 
ence of a marker may well save 
the lives of some other person’s 
relative by the unconscious re- 
sponse to the mute appeal to 
use more care. We hope that 
the project of painting these 
markers will be resumed. 


In the Name of Defense 

A few weeks ago in these col- 
umns we commented upon the 
tendency to label many things 
that are being done today with 
the appellation “for defense”. 
Scoring “defense hysteria” at 
the meeting of the Board of Ald- 
ermen on Monday night Aider- 
man Charles Hughes raised a 
charter objection to an appro- 
priation of $850 for an emerg- 
ency radio station at fire depart- 
ment headquarters and blocked 
action on the matter until the 
next meeting. The Auburndale 
alderman’s action was justified 
and proper. Unquestionably the 
installation of radio equipment 
for the fire department would 
be essential in the event that the 
city were a target for incendiary 
bombs. No one believes for one 
moment, however, that such will 
be the case inside of a few 
weeks. Preparedness is essential 
but adequate preparedness can 
be contemplated and planned 
without going into actual de- 
tailed precision. We are far more

Establish New Welfare Board 


Aldermen Unanimously Adopt 
Ordinance for Uve-Man Board 


Director Reynolds Praised 
By Committee Chairman 


The establishment of a five-man 
Board of Public Welfare was unani- 
mously voted by the Newton Board 
of Aldermen on Monday night. The 
new board will replace the “two- 
man board” of a paid director and an 
assistant director which has existed 
for many years but which has not 
been “recognized” by State Public 
Welfare officials as constituting a 
proper board. Because of the exist- 
ing conditions the Aldermen were 
faced with the choice of setting up 
a new board or placing the director 
under civil service in order that 
Federal financial aid might not be 
withheld. 

Alderman George E. Rawson, 
chairman of the committee on 
Claims and Rules, which heard the 
proposal at a public hearing ten 
days ago after Mayor Goddard had 
recommended the change, outlined 
the situation. He stated that New- 
ton was one of four municipalities 
in the state which were without 
“recognized boards” of public wel- 
fare. He characterized it as "must” 
legislation as the Federal govern- 
men required a proper board or civil 
service. Under the new ordinance 
the Mayor will designate one mem- 
ber to serve as agent of the board 
and to receive a salary. Other mem- 
bers of the board will be unpaid. 

Alderman Rawson stated that the 
establishment of the board would 
“clean up the line of demarcation” 
between public and private welfare 
agencies giving aid, would inspire 
local administration, and would be 
a “forward step.” He added that 
“nothing experienced at the hear- 
ing or* in the action of the commit- 
tee of an unfavorable nature against 
the present director, James R. Rey- 
nolds, should be construed — he is 
doing a magnificent job." He con- 
cluded that the committee was un- 
animous in the opinion that the new 
board would help both Director 
Reynolds and the community.

Resignation of Aid. McKay 
Accepted — Services Praised 

The appointment of Alderman Carl 
F. Schipper of Newtonville as chair- 
man of the finance committee of the 
Newton Board of Aldermen was an- 
nounced Monday night after the 
board had accepted the resignation 
of Alderman Donald D. McKay of 
Ward 5.

Plans for Smith 
Memorial Park 
Are Stalemated 


Fail To Negotiate For 
Reasonable Price of Land 


"Stalemated” because of failure to 
negotiate for a "proper” price of the 
land near Crystal Lake which it 
was proposed to use for the estab- 
lishment of a memorial park to 
Charles Francis Smith, author of 
“America” the project has been 
halted. According to Alderman Don- 
ald D. McKay, sponsor of the plan, 
in an announcement of the existing 
situation the ice company, owners of 
the land in question have conveyed 
the idea of a price “double that gen- 
erally considered a fair market 
value.”

Defense Radio 
Station Blocked 

Aldermen Raises Objection 
To Outlay for Fire Dept 


Raising a charter objection against 
the passage of an order for appro- 
priating $850 at the Aldermanic 
meeting on Monday night, Alderman 
Charles E. Hughes of Auburndale 
blocked, until the next meeting, the 
proposal to install an emergency ra- 
dio station at fire headquarters. 
Hughes scored “defense hysteria” 
and contended that “the defense idea 
is more or less overworked in many 
instances." He explained that his 
desire to delay action was to enable 
him, and other members, to obtain 
more information. Alderman Edward 
A. Fahey expressed himself in agree- 
ment with Hughes, offering to sec- 
ond a motion should the Auburndale 
alderman make one. The latter, how- 
ever, stated that he preferred to 
raise the charter objection. 

Chairman Donald D. McKay of the 
Finance Committee had explained 
that the emergency radio station at 
fire headquarters had been requested 
by the Newton Public Safety Com- 
mittee as a defense measure. He 
said that in the event the “city 
were made the target for incendi- 
ary bombs” that the fire department 
would need its own communication 
system. 

Alderman Joseph B. Jamieson 
pointed out that the communication 
svstems now available in the city 
were housed in one building. He 
further explained that the $850 w'as 
not the total cost of the equipment 
and installation but that some of 
the necessary equipment w’ould be 
the donation of a Newton citizen.

fense” angle at present. And 
with the radio facilities of the 
state and other communities 
available in the case of neces- 
sity additional services could 
only be termed a “luxury” for 
the present. Newton can well 
afford to wait. 


The Question of Peace 

We print in another column 
a letter ot protest from a New- 
ton Centre resident against the 
holding of the “defence mass 
meeting” next week on the 
grounds that the very existence 
of such a committee indicates 
a belief that “war is inevitable” ; 
that efforts to push the country 
into war should be resisted; and 
that the United States, through 
its president, should offer to 
mediate and promote a world 
conference. We agree with the 
ideals which provoked the in- 
spiration of this letter from one 
of our readers — but, if there 
were any assurance of the pos- 
sibility of such an effort being 
successful it would be an entire- 
ly different matter. Our corre- 
spondent fails to mention one 
essential fact. That fact is that 
it takes two to make peace, or 
war. If there is to be any im- 
mediate peace it will be at Herr 
Hitler’s terms and dictation and 
not just because we want peace. 

Furthermore we believe that, 
comparatively speaking, only a 
handful of those who are ap- 
parently urging United States 
intervention in the world con- 
flict really desire that end. We 
cannot overlook the fact that it 
is vital to the welfare of the 
country and its millions of peo- 
ple that warfare be kept from 
our shores. We cannot help but 
liken the situation to a malig- 
nant disease — curable in its 
early stages — and curable with 
the aid of all available means. 
How much greater the task of 
averting invasion, whether mil- 
itary or economic, with England 
collapsed and helpless than to 
assist her in every way possible 
with material aid while she is 
still able to use the weapons 
which we can supply her. 

As for the contention that the 
“defense mass meeting” favors 
intervention we do not believe 
the implication is justified. An 
attempted military invasion of 
the United States is possible, 
though extremely unlikely. We 
do not know what the situation 
will be in another six months. 
Meanwhile we must, without un- 
due hysteria, face all possibilities 
calmly, and collectively and 
train ourselves, organize the 
facilities we now have, develop 
preliminary plans of action to 
provide the facilities that may 
be most necessary, quickly and 
efficiently when the time comes, 
in order that we may discour- 
age and avert any “blitzkrieg” 
such as found so many countries 
woefully unprepared to meet the 
modern war practices of a ruth- 
less attempt at world conquest. 


The River Road Cutoff 

A petition has been presented 
to the Aldermen seeking a cut- 
off to the river road at New- 
ton in the Charlesbank road sec- 
tion and making a one-way 
street of that narrow thorough- 
fare. A traffic connection be- 
tween Nonantum square and 
the river road has long been a 
subject of more or less contro- 
versy. Some years ago a survey 
was made of traffic in the vicin- 
ity of the business section in 
this part of the city and a re- 
port issued. Suggestions were 
made to cut through the build- 
ing in the center of the square 
and connect with Jefferson 
street; another suggestion was 
to cover the railroad tracks with 
a highway beginning at the fire 
station and by-pass to the river 
way; still another, and one of the 
least expensive, was to extend 
Nonantum place directly to the 
riverway, following the course 
of a covered brook and necessi- 
tating the removal of but a few 
houses of the older type of con- 
struction. 

Charlesbank road is a heavily 
traveled street, despite the fact 
that it is extremely narrow, un- 
even, and greatly inadequate 
for the volume of traffic it 
carries. The suggestion by resi- 
dents of the vicinity that Rus- 
sell road be extended to the 
river road and used by inbound 
traffic, while Charlesbank road 
be restricted to outbound traf- 
fic, is practical, but still far 
short of adequate relief. One of 
its obvious disadvantages is 
that it would make two addi- 
tional sharp turns in going from 
Charlesbank road to the river 
road. Another is that the restric- 
tion to one-way travel on 
Charlesbank road would tend to 
increase the speed of traffic on 
a narrow thoroughfare. The ob- 
vious advantages are that it 
would relieve congestion and 
keep traffic moving whero it 
now frequently becomes stalled 
and at an expense which would 
be practically negligible.

detrimental” use may be made 
the land. 

Residents of Newton Highlands and 
Newton Centre are interested to learn 
that presently the rubble on the ice- 
house lot will be removed. In a con- 
ference some weeks ago Mayor God- 
dard reached an agreement with the 
owners that this material be used 
as fill on the Albemarle playground 
now under construction. Company 
employees will load city trucks which 
will transport the material. The re- 
moval would have begun a month 
ago but was delayed pending the 
park plan decision, as the material 
could be used in that project. 

City officials are giving some 
thought to a proposal that a prome- 
nade be built, as a WPA project, 
along the railroad side of Crystal 
Lake. This could be continued to 
Norwood ave. inasmuch as the shore 
front is public property. About twen- 
ty thousand square feet of the so- 
called ice-house lot roughly one-third 
of the area is not owned by the 
company. Although the public has 
not generally known these facts, city 
officials and the Memorial Park ad- 
vocates have been fully aware of the 
ownership lines. If such an improve- 
ment were carried out, the rubble 
on the lot would serve a useful pur- 
pose in embankment reinforcement. 
There may be further delay, there- 
fore, before the lot is cleaned up, 
as the WPA project details have not 
been drafted nor as yet submitted 
for Federal approval.

The new ordinance adopted reads 
as follows: 

Section 1, Chapter VI, of the Re- 
vised Ordinances of 1939 of the City 
of Newton, is hereby amended by 
striking out Section 58 and insert- 
ing in place thereof the following new 
section: 

Section 58. The charity depart- 
ment shall be under the charge of 
five overseers of the poor who shall 
have and exercise all the powers 
and duties of Boards of Public Wel- 
fare whether under general or spe- 
cial laws. One member of such board 
shall be designated by the Mayor, 
with the approval of the board of 
aldermen, to act as agent of said 
board, and shall devote his full time 
to the performance of his duties and 
shall receive such compensation as 
the Mayor and board of aldermen 
may from time to time determine. 
The other members of such board 
shall serve without compensation. 

Section 2. This ordinance shall 
take effect upon the confirmation 
and qualification of all said over- 
seers of the poor. 

After the board had unanimously 
adopted the ordinance Alderman Car- 
roll J. Hoffman moved that the presi- 
dent appoint a sub-committee of the 
aldermen to serve as a public wel- 
fare committee. He argued that the 
Board of Aldermen should keep in 
close touch with the welfare situa 
tion and not delegate its authority. 
Alderman Fahey seconded the motion

Vital improvements in the New- 
ton water system will be made as 
the result of an appropriation of 
$2,700 by the Aldermen on Monday 
night. The sum was voted upon 
recommendation of Mayor Goddard, 
at the request of Water Commission- 
er Joseph J. Murray. The improve- 
ments sought will be towards the 
installation of between 20 and 25 
gate valves in the main distribution 
system. Alderman Joseph B. Jamie- 
son, chairman of the Public Works 
committee, explained that in several 
instances where it becomes neces- 
sary to shut off the water because of 
a small leak, the supply to a large 
manufacturing company, and in va- 
rious sections of the city the supply 
to as many as 50 houses is cut off. 
With the gates installed the resulting 
interruption to service wil be mini- 
mized as much as possible. 

In seeking the appropriation Com- 
missioner Murray quoted from the 
report of the New York Defense 
Committee which Mayor La Guardia 
had sent to London to the effect that 
the excellent maintenance of fire 
service water supply ( in the bombed 
areas) was made possible by com- 
plete valve control. The commis- 
sioner explained that in the older 
parts of the Newton water system 
there are long stretches of mains 
without controlling valves and when 
shutoffs are necessary a wide area, 
many hydrants, and sprinkler sys- 
tems are deprived of water. During 
the summer seasons in 1938 and 1939 
a number of gates were installed but 
last year the project was abandoned 
due to the large number of main ex- 
tensions and the building of the first 
section of the Southern belt loop 
main.

PROTESTS DEFENSE MEETING 
To the Editor: 

I beg leave, as a very humble citi- 
zen of Newton, to protest against 
the proposed mass meeting on "na- 
tional defense” on May 27. The in- 
fluence of such a gathering will be, 
I think, in favor of our country’s 
intervention in the European war as 
an active belligerent. 

The creation of the Newton Com- 
mittee on Public Safety seems to 
me a mistake. According to the best 
military and naval authorities our 
country is in no danger of invasion. 
Common sense declares that in view 
of the devastating effects of the pres- 
ent wars in the Old World an attack 
upon our country by any foreign 
power or group of powers is practical- 
ly impossible and will be for years 
to come. Yet we are acting as if 
such attack were imminent! After 
all, the Germans and the Japs are 
men and not gods. Are we mice? 

War is intrinsically nothing else 
than suicidal insanity. Its logical out- 
come is the destruction of the human 
race. Instinct guards the so-called 
lower animals from like folly. The 
carnivora do not prey upon their 
own species. Man’s noble endowment 
of reason, when perverted by false 
theories fully believed, enables him 
to fall below the brutes and engage 
in collective homicide. And in the 
name of righteousness! 

When nations anywhere on earth 
go to war the only wise and morally 
decent course for other nations and 
their citizens is to exert all their 
influence to stop the killing. It 
makes relatively little difference 
which side in war is victorious in a 
military sense. Both sides lose their 
most precious possession, human lives 
of potential usefulness. To prolong 
the idiotic slaughter by providing 
deadly instruments for belligerents, 
to extend the area of slaughter by 
yielding to a hysteria of fear and 
entering the conflict — what greater 
infamy and folly can be imagined? 

The present Administration seems 
determined to push our country in- 
to the Old World madhouse, despite 
the solemn and repeated assurances 
of President Roosevelt to the con- 
trary — when he was the third-term 
candidate. He likes to play with 
postage stamps and battleships and 
the destiny of mankind. His election 
as third-term President may unfor- 
tunately have strengthened his con- 
viction of his indispensability and in- 
fallibility, and having failed to solve 
domestic problems he has turned con- 
fidently to world problems. Peace- 
time conscription and gigantic prepar- 
ations for war guarantee for our 
country in the not distant future 
economic and financial dislocation and 
disaster and social confusion beside 
which the depression which began in 
1929 will seem like Paradise. 


I venture to propose the following 
resolution for adoption bv the mass 
meeting on May 27: 

Whereas by our country’s partici- 
pation in the wars of the Old World 
the insane slaughter of good men by 
good men, of choice youth by choice 
youth, will be prolonged and stim- 
ulated, therefore, Resolved: 

1. That we deplore the assump- 
tion by the appointment of so-called 
“Committees on Public Safety” that 
war is inevitable, and we hereby de- 
clare our determination to keep 
America out of war. 

2. That we approve the efforts of 
Senators Walsh and Lodge to resist 
the Administration’s effort to push 
our country into war, and we call 
upon ay Massachusetts Representa- 
tives in Congress to do the same. 

3. That we petition the President 
and the Congress to intervene in the 
second World War in a rational way 
by offering to mediate, and by initiat- 
ing a world conference to project an 
international organization on the lines 
of our Federal Union.

Opp ose Billboard 
At West Newton 


The petition for a permit to erect 
a metal billboard on the wall of a 
building at 114 River st.. West New- 
ton. was opposed by the West New 
ton Men’s Club at the meeting of 
the Board of Aldermen on Monday 
night. The protest was presented in 
a communication from Roland F. 
Gammons, chairman of the club’s 
village committee. The petition was 
entered by the Mobeco, Inc. 

Following a hearing on the peti- 
tion of Kerrigan Brothers for a 
permit to maintain and conduct a 
15-car repair shop at the rear of 749 
Beacon st., Newton Centre, the re- 
quest was granted. Opposition was 
expressed by the owner of the near- 
by Sumner apartments. John Ker- 
rigan. one of the proprietors, told 
the Aldermen that it had been 
learned that the nature of the repair 
business that had been conducted 
there for some years was discovered 
recently to legally require the per- 
mit being sought. He stated that no 
additional machinery or services 
would be performed. 

The petition of Edward Smith for 
a permit for four pool tables at 295 
Elliot st.. Newton Upper Falls, was 
denied. A protest signed by 105 
residents was presented on the 
grounds that the location is opposite 
a church and near a school. 

The board also rejected the pe- 
tition of Rambo Motors for a li- 
cense to deal in second-hand cars. 
Alderman Fahey explained that the 
committee disfavored the request 
because there was insufficient inside 
space to house the used cars at the 
filling station now being conducted 
at 441 Watertown st., Nonantum. 
Lack of space and the fact that the 
petitioner was a non-resident to- 
gether with the policy of the com- 
mittee not to favor used car permits 
to non-residents were the commit- 
tee’s reasons for rejecting the peti- 
tion. 

The board also refused the request 
of the Franklin Savings Bank L own- 
er, and John F. Daley, lessee, for 
permission to construct a driveway 
on the Lexington st. side of prop- 
erty conducted as a filling station at 
the corner of Commonwealth ave. 
The driveway was sought an an en- 
trance to the station. Alderman 
Fahey stated that when the filling 
station license was granted a year 
ago it was with the restriction 
against a driveway from Lexington 
st. in order that motorists would not 
use it as a “cut” to avoid the traffic 
light at the intersection. The com- 
mittee could see no reason for re- 
moving the restriction. 

The New England Concrete Pipe 
Company was granted its petition 
to enlarge its gasoline storage facili- 
ies to 11,000 gallons, sufficient for 
a week’s supply of fuel for its 
trucks. 

The petition of Herbert D. Tobin 
for a permit to install an under- 
ground tank of 500 gallons at 4 
Belmore park. Ward 4, was referred 
back to the committee. The request 
sought a 6-month temporary use of 
gasoline used in construction work 
in the vicinity. Alderman Temper- 
ley requested delay in order that the 
question of determining whether in- 
stallation of a pump and tank 
might not r. can permanent location 
for such equipment. The law de- 
partment of the city will be asked 
to rule on the matter.

Jan. 4 — “I Saw Them Take It," 
Quentin Reynolds — Collier’s ace cor- 
respondent and associate editor is to 
return from London about Christmas 
time in 1941 and at the moment this 
is his first booking following his re- 
turn. He is author of “The Wound- 
ed Don’t Cry” and more recently “A 
Londoner’s Diary.” He is the only 
new correspondent to have been on 
the stage as the feature attraction 
in one of Broadway’s largest motion 
picture theatres.

Newton Eighth In 
April Building 

Newton, after several months in 
first place in the volume of build- 
ing construction among municipalities 
of the state, dropped to eighth in 
April according to the monthly re- 
port of the State Department of La- 
bor and Industries issued early this 
week. 

The total valuation of projects for 
which permits were issued was $196,- 
045 in Newton. Cambridge with $1,- 
321,031 led and other cities and 
towns ahead of Newton were Boston, 
Quincy, Brookline, Worcester, Wel- 
lesley and Needham. Cambridge fig- 
ures included Federal housing proj- 
ects, Boston eight apartment houses, 
Worcester 1, and Brookline 11. 

Newton was in seventh place in 
number of family accommodations 
with 28. Cambridge figures were 328 
(324 F. H.); Boston 118 (56 apts.); 
Worcester 107 (42 apts.); Brookline 
106 (76 apts.); Quincy 39, Spring- 
field 32, Newton 28; Wellesley, 27; 
Needham, 25. 



Kiwanis Club 


"Scientific research is knitting 
more closely the interests of the far- 
mer and the industrialist," it was de- 
clared by L. F. Livingston, Manager 
of the Agricultural Extension Divi- 
sion, E. I. Du Pont de Nemours & 
Company, in an address before New- 
ton Kiwanis Club last Tuesday. The 
subject of his address was “Research 
and Prosperity." 

“Scientific research is responsible 
for more improvement in living con- 
dit'ons in the United States than any 
other one thing, whether that re- 
search is directed toward the devel- 
opment of a new plastic or the breed- 
ing of a new type of high wool- 
producing sheep," said Mr. Living- 
ston. "The results have benefited 
agriculture, industry, and the Amer- 
ican people; they have linked more 
closely than ever before the prob- 
lems and interests of the farmer and 
the manufacturer. 

The Chemical industry in this 
country has prospered during depres- 
sion and recession because it has had 
the courage to spend money on re- 
search, and because that research has 
been and is aimed at producing more 
and better goods for less money. Ad- 
vances of permanent value to agri- 
culture have come and will continue 
to come from this money spent for 
research. Better varieties of grains 
and fruits, improved farm machinery, 
control of soil-borne diseases, breed- 
ing of high production animals, and 
more efficient pest control measures 
are examples of agricultural advances 
through research. 

’The big expansion in industrial re- 
search came immediately after the 
World War No. 1. Up to that time, 
the important functions of scientific 
research had been left almost en- 
tirely to universities and colleges, a 
few endowed institutions, and pion- 
eering individuals. Today, in con- 
trast, corporations now set up their 
own laboratories, American industry 
has awakened to a new vision of op- 
portunity. From an insignificant 
sum, research expenditures by indus- 
try have increased until they now 
total $250,000,000 annually. 

I shall not attempt to enumerate 
the discoveries of literally hundreds 
of new materials and products re- 
sulting from this awakening to the 
value of organized industrial science. 
More than 10,000 new alloys have 
been introduced. Over 200,000 new 
chemical compounds have been cre- 
ated. 

“These fruits of research are rev- 
olutionizing every field of industrial 
effort. They are helping to lower the 
cost of shoes, clothing, food, housing, 
transportation, medical service, of 
every necessity of living. They are 
making far better products. They 
are bolstering the nation’s security. 
Continued work along agricultural 
lines will lift the economic plane of 
the American farmer, and will pro- 
vide untold benefits for the American 
people.”

Honor Above Glory 


The Newton High School golf 
/jam, winners of the state cham- 
pionship title in 1940 and well 
$n the way to a successful de- 
fense of its honors this year, 
was deprived of its 1941 league 
title acquired Monday at the 
conclusion of an undefeated sea- 
son, by a technicality which re- 
quired the forfeiture of six of 
the team’s twelve matches. The 
forfeiture involved the playing 
of an ineligible player — not be- 
cause of over-age — not because 
of failure in scholastic achieve- 
ments — not because of any de- 
sire to promote victory at the 
expense of honor — but simply 
because of the fact that the 
youth was rated as a senior for 
a brief period last year — thus 
making him ineligible for athlet- 
ic competition this year under 
the recently adopted rule of the 
state association. 

The loss of the honors is a 
great disappointment to the 
youth who is the unwitting vic- 
tim of ironical fate, to the team 
which won even more decisive 
victories after the youth had 
voluntarily given up the sport 
and been replaced on the team 
by another player of ability, 
and to all who have any inter- 
est in sport for sport’s sake. 

Yet there is no glory without 
honor. Newton school authori- 
ties who had any part in the 
clearing up of the situation are 
to be commended for taking 
the initiative in admitting that 
a mistake had been made. How 
great a contrast there is in the 
present situation from those in 
the not too distant past in other 
places where bitter controvers- 
ies, recriminations, and hard 
feelings have been engendered 
by the desire to “cover up” and 
protect the honors previously 
won under somewhat similar cir- 
cumstances. That Newton au- 
thorities place honor above 
glory is another indication of 
why Newton is a good place in 
which to live.

Twelve New Teachers Elected 


School Committee Appoints New 
York Edncator As Director 


Will Succeed Dr. Hooper 
In Elementary Position 

The appointment of Dr. John B. 
Whitelaw, head of the department of 
education in Brockport State Normal 
School, Brockport, N. Y., as gen 
eral supervisor of elementary educa- 
tion in the Newton schools was con- 
firmed on Monday night at the meet- 
ing of the School Committee. Dr. 
Whitelaw will succeed Dr. Laura 
Hooper, director of elementary edu- 
cation, who resigned to become di 
rector of the Page Memorial School 
and professor of education at Wel- 
lesley College. 

The school committee also elected 
twelve other new teachers to fill va- 
cancies in the faculty next Septem- 
ber. 

Dr. Whitelaw is a graduate of Yale 
’29, and received a Ph.D. degree in 
the field of school administration 
from the University in 1935. While 
at Yale he was captain of the 1928 
intercollegiate championship soccer 
team and a member of the student 
council. He was an instructor and 
assistant professor of education at 
Smith College from 1933 to 1935 
and an ass : stant professor and act- 
ing dean of the School of Education 
of George Washington University at 
Washington the following two years. 
His work has largely been in the field 
of secondary education. He was 
director of student teaching in the 
co-operating local high schools of 
Northampon and Washington. Since 
1937 he has been head of the depart- 
ment of education at the state normal 
school in Brockport, in the training 
of elementary school teachers. He 
was associated with the American 
Council on Education in teacher edu- 
cation during the summer of 1938. In 
the field of supervision he was a vis 
iting professor of education at the 
University of Chicago summer ses- 
sions of 1939 and 1940. 

Dr. and Mrs. Whitelaw are from 
Connecticut. 'They have a five year- 
old son. He will assume his duties 
in Newton at the opening of school 
in September. 

Among the other teachers elected 
to the Newton staff is Vincent Jur- 
gielewicz, who succeeded in getting 
out of Poland after the invasion of 
that country. He will graduate from 
the Lowell State Teachers College 
next month and will teach music in 
the F. A. Day Junior High School. 
He was born in New York, taken to 
Poland by his parents when five, re- 
turned to visit the World’s Fair in 
1939 and two days after returning to 
Poland the Nazi invasion began. He 
is a graduate of State Teachers Col- 
lege at Bialystock, Poland, and the 
Conservatory of Music at Warsaw. 
He was supervisor of music and art 
in Warsaw from 1934 to 1939. He 
is 28 years old and married.

School Golf 
Team Forfeits 
League Title 

Discover Ineligible Player 
Used Unwittingly 


An ironical technicality discovered 
this week led to the forfeiture of 
the Greater Boston league golf title 
by the championship Newton High 
team. The unwitting use of an in- 
eligible player in six of the team’s 
twelve matches made it necessary 
to put honor above glory. The situa- 
tion having come to light, Newton 
authorities notified the schools 
against which the ineligible player 
had competed, announced its for- 
feiture of the matches, the supposedly 
annexed league crown won on Mon- 
day, and with it the right to repre- 
sent the league in the state cham- 
pionship team matches early next 
month. In that tournament New- 
ton would have been defending the 
state laurels won a year ago with 
considerable likelihood of repeating 
its conquest. 

The technical ineligibility is most 
unusual, involving a senior who 
played on the team for the first time 
this year, and voluntarily dropped the 
sport midway of the season. The 
state’s eligibility rules declare that 
“any boy at any time during the 
school year in a position to graduate 
that year, cannot compete in sports 
if he returns to school the follow- 
ing year.” Under Newton’s proce- 
dure those eligible for graduation are 
assigned to senior “home rooms” at 
the beginning of the term. After a 
short time the youth was shifted back 
to a junior classroom when it was dis- 
covered he could not graduate in 
1940. Incidentally the stfift was not 
made because of the scholastic abil- 
ity of the youth, because he is a 
ranking student and about to matri- 
culate at Harvard next fall — but sim- 
ply a case where the boy did not 
have, under his program, sufficient 
credits to earn a diploma last June 
though he had earned enough to en-

2000 Hear 
Defense Plans 
At Big Meeting 

English Woman Air Raid 
Warden Among Speakers 


An overflow crowd which exceeded 
two thousand persons attended the 
public mass meeting on local defense 
at the Newton High School on Tues- 
day evening. The crowd that packed 
the auditorium and overflowed into 
the gymnasium appeared deeply in- 
terested in learning the plans be- 
ing made by the Newton Committee 
on Public Safety. 

Assured in advance that the meet- 
ing would adjourn in ample time to 
permit those in attendance to return 
to their homes to hear the important 
presidential radio address the audi- 
ence listened with rapt attention to 
the announced speakers. 

The meeting was opened with the 
presentation of colors, escorted to 
the stage by the Newton Legion 
championship drill team under Cap- 
tain J. Joseph Ward followed by the 
playing of “The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner” by the Newton Legion band 
directed by Vincent Marotto. 

John M. Bierer, chairman of the 
Newton Committee on Public Safety 
presented Mayor Paul M. Goddard. 
Mayor Goddard welcomed new citi- 
zens to Newton by naturalization or 
by becoming of age and thanked all 
for their co-operat? in promoting 
plans for civilian defense in case of 
need. He closed lw<the hepo tnai 
“in our generation we can create 
a newer nation conceived in liberty 
and re-dedicated to the proposition 
that all men are created equal.

Mr. Bierer outlined the formation 
of the local committee on Public 
Safety and noted the various assign- 
ments of the several divisions. He 
announced that the thirty Newton 
men and six Newton women who 
are taking the course at the Massa- 
chusetts Air Raid Precaution School 
would establish a similar Newton 
school sometime later.

Replying to criticisms that the activi- 
ties of the committee tended to pro- 
mote war he countered with the 
query "if we lock our doors at night 
do we stimulate burglars to break 
in?” He characterized the work be- 
ing done as “insurance at low cost.”

Educational problems encountered 
in Newton will be the subject of de- 
tailed study in several summer 
school sessions during the next 
three months, according to an- 
nouncement by Superintendent of 
School Julius E. Warren. Twenty- 
three Newton teachers will be se- 
lected to attend these schools, ex- 
penses of which will be subsidized 
to the extent of $1200 by several 
foundations and Teacher Education 
Commissions. 

The problems are of city-wide im- 
portance and are grouped under four 
headings; “the real needs of chil- 
dren,” "time pressure upon chil- 
dren.” “responsibilities of teacher 
for other things than subject mat- 
ter achievement,” and “what should 
be the curriculum for those pupils 
limited to elementary and high 
school education experiences." 

;Two of the group of teachers will 
study at .Claremont College 
Southern California, two at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, two at Vassar, 
one at the Teachers Education Com- 
mission Workshop in Philadelphia 
and the remainder at Harvard. 

Superintendent Warren also 
formed the Newton School commit- 
tee at the meeting of that body on 
Monday night that a substantial 
saving was indicated at present in 
the regular salary account of the 
school budget. Due to absorption, 
changes, sickness, death, substitu- 
tions, and changes in organization, 
$8000 less has been expended than 
estimated. The Newton school offi- 
cial pointed out, however, that this 
figure was subject to constant daily 
change because of varying need of 
the employment of substitute teach- 
ers. length of illness of regular 
teachers, and other factors and that 
there could be no guarantee that 
this sum would be available as 
saving at the end of the year. 

The school committee took initial 
steps towards the establishment of

Would Accommodate 
Sixty in Mansion 

Residents of the Farlow Hill sec- 
t on of Newton appeared last night 
at city hall to object to the petition 
seeking aldermanic approval of the 
establishment of a boy's private day 
school in the brick mansion at the 
corner of Franklin sL and Waverley 
ave. A hearing was held before the 
Committee on Claims and Rules of 
the Aldermen and the Planning 
Board, sitting jointly, on the peti- 
t on of Robert Whitmore of Janet 
rd., Newton Centro. 

The petitioner. Attorney James A. 
Waters of Newton Centre and A. G. 
Snow, a teacher, apgtared in favor 
of the petition. The Committee was 
told that the proposed school would 
accommodate sixty boys and permis- 
sion for its location in Newton would 
result in the transfer of the present 
school from Cambridge. 

State Representative and former 
Alderman Clarence C. Colby spoke 
in behalf of Mrs. Clarence M. Cas- 
selberry of 188 Franklin st., New- 
ton, an abuttor and presented a peti- 
tion objecting to the school. The 
petition was signed by every owner 
of property abutting and opposite the 
proposed location of the school. Ob- 
jection was voiced on the grounds 
that the school would be a detriment 
to property in the vicinity resulting 
in lowered valuation and w'ould. in 
addition, create additional traffic haz- 
ard at a point where there now is 
considerable danger from a “blind’’ 
intersection. 

A son of Mrs. William R. Dewey 
of Franklin st. spoke in behalf of his 
mother in opposition to the school. 
Mrs. Samuel Braman of Park st. 
also expressed her disapproval. The 
committee took the matter under 
consideration and will make its re- 
port at the meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen on Monday evening. 

A show of hands indicated nine- 
teen residents of the vicinity oppos- 
ing the petition and thnv in favor. 

The committee also held hearings 
on the zone variances on several 
other petitions. Mrs. Alice L. Mur- 
dock favored her petition for lot 
variance of property at the corner of 
Walnut st. and Claflin place. New- 
tonville. It is proposed to build a 
residence containing a dental clinic 
on the location. Questioned by Chair- 
man George E. Rawson of the com- 
mittee as to the probable violation 
of the zoning ordinance by the pres- 
ence of three families in a house on 
Claflin place owned by the petitioner. 
Henry Wilson of Claflin place ob- 
jected to the petition.

Rotary Club 


Mr. Arthur Rinden, who has spent 
many years as a missionary in China, 
addressed the Newton Rotary Club 
at Brae Burn on Monday, May 26. 
His talk was about the importance 
of Christian Missions in China. 

He explained how the Chinese 
have various religions from which 
they have been accustomed to seek 
practical help. When sick, they turn 
to their gods for medical advice. 
When crops need water, their gods 
are taken into the fields to make 
rain. The results are often discour- 
aging. 

The Christian Missions have been 
teaching practical agriculture to in- 
crease crops. By better breeding, 
the production of eggs has been in- 
creased. Hospitals have been mak- 
ing better cures than the ancient 
idols and medicines. Now the Chinese 
are becoming Christians because 
they see its actual results. 

Finally when the bombers came 
to China, the missionaries did not 
flee but stayed to help the poorer 
Chinese who remained. Then 
Christianity was recognized as not 
only a practical religion but a true 
one, as well as one which serves in- 
ternational peace and goodwill.

He 
cited statistics and brought them to 
life depicting 15,000 homes, 70,000 
people, and $169,000,000 in real es- 
tate. personal property, reservoirs, 
public utilities and aqueducts. "We 
must prepare for an emergency we 
hope never comes," he stated. 

Mrs. Humphreys Plowden, deputy 
chief air warden of Oxford, England, 
told of personal experiences in fac- 
ing air raids. Mrs. Plowden is the 
only woman air warden in England 
and is now engaged in training women 
at the ARP school in Boston. She 
told of the* duties of air raid wardens 
and described the rescue organiza- 
tions. 

The meeting closed with the sing- 
ing of "America" to the music of 
the band.

Kiwanis Club

A large and keenly interested au- 
ience was present at the Christian 
cience lecture, given on Tuesday 
vening last at First Church of 
.hrist, Scientist, Newton. Both the 
ain auditorium and the Sunday 
chool room were filled. 

Mr. Paul R. Carmack, First Read- 
‘r, introduced the lecturer and spoke 
is follows: 

As we all know, an important part 
of the Bible consists of God’s nu- 
merous and rich promises to man. 
One such promise is found in the 
fifth chapter of Matthew. It reads: 
"Blessed are they which do hunger 
and thirst after righteousness: for 
they shall be filled.” Our presence 
here this evening is an indication 
that we are "hungering and thirst- 
ing after righteousness,” hungering 
and thirsting for a right understand- 
ing of God and man’s relation to 
Him, which will enable us to solve 
the many perplexing problems with 
which we, and all mankind, are faced 
today. 

Because by our presence here we 
are endeavoring to fulfill the condi- 
tions of the promise in Matthew, we 
can confidently expect to be blessed, 
and filled with healing inspiration as 
we listen to the lecture this evening. 

Our speaker is a member of the 
Board of Lectureship of the Mother 
Church, the First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, in Boston, and her subject 
is: "Christian Science: It’s Healing 
Power.” 

It is a pleasure to introduce to you 
Mrs. Elizabeth McArthur Thomson of 
St. Lou's. 

The lecturer spoke, in part, as fol- 
lows : 

The question, What is Truth, and 
where may it be found? comes to us 
today in many interesting forms. 
The constant inquiry into the cause 
and cure of war, accident, sin, sick- 
ness, and death indicates humanity’s 
desire to discover the facts regard- 
ing human conditions, and to estab- 
lish a successful method of healing. 
To some, the human effort to find 
Truth, the truth about man and the 
universe, may appear only as wish- 
ful thinking. But wiser men and 
women will view all honest search 
throughout the fields of science, 
theology, and medicine with due re- 
spect for both the work and the 
worker. Everyone is interested in 
healing. But how to heal and be 
healed, that is a question still being 
asked by many persons even after 
centuries of exploration, analysis, 
and experimentation along practical- 
ly every material course. 

Christian Science, the perfect 
Science of living, reveals that God 
in His inspired Word has provided 
the perfect answer to every human 
question, together with the only 
permanent method of cure. Await- 
ing the time when all mankind will 
recognize the truth of being and be 
healed, true Scientists will go on 
faithfully working, without fear or 
discouragement, without acceptance 
of the thought of failure or defeat. 
Christian Science shows that war, 
accident, sin, sickness, and death 
can disappear from the earth. Real- 
izing that nothing but a spiritual 
knowledge and understanding of 
God, Truth, will lead the world out 
of its distressing conditions, wise 
men and women will make even 
more vigorous efforts to know, re- 
flect, and express the truth which 
God has revealed through this 
Science, which all can comprehend 
and use. 

The Certainty of the Word 

Christ Jesus, the greatest thinker 
and worker of all times, as he stood 
accused of the Jews, and awaited 
Pilate’s question, "What is truth?” 
made probably the greatest procla- 
mation of healing of his or any age. 
Hear his words and consider their 
import: "To this end was I born, 
and for this cause came I into the 
world, that I should bear witness 
unto the truth.’’ Christian Science 
has appeared in this age to reveal 
the truth to which Jesus referred. 
And from its study and practice we 
learn that the end of Jesus’ work 
was the demonstration of harmo- 
nious, eternal life; and that the 
cause for which he came, his mis- 
sion in the so-called human experi- 
ence, was the proof of man’s com- 
plete unity with and expression of 
the one God who is Love. 

Jesus taught that the power he 
reflected came from no human 
source, that it was never dependent 
upon any material agency or or- 
ganization. Rather did he contin- 
ually declare that all real power had 
its origin in divine Principle, the 
source of all true being. Shortly 
before the crucifixion the Master 
substantiated this fact through his 
words: "And the glory which thou 
gavest me I have given them; that 
they may be one, even as we are 
one.” One in what? One in divine 
Spirit, in spiritual authority and 
power, one in acknowledgment of 
the real source of good. Jesus’ words 
indicate that he recognized that not 
only he himself but everyone pos- 
sesses the intelligence and ability to 
discern the one good, and, thereby, 
understand and demonstrate scien- 
tific healing with its provision of 
true substance or supply. Through 
a perfect consciousness of his re- 
lation to the Father, Jesus went on 
to prove the utter powerlessness of 
evil of every sort. 

The spiritual understanding of 
God as Father, and of man as son 
or idea of God, enabled Jesus — and 
will enable us — to meet every con- 
dition with a consciousness of vic- 
tory over evil. It is both correct 
and normal to anticipate health in 
body and mind, success in work, and 


a pence on earth that is just and 
secure. A demonstration of true 
Science will bring to mankind a 
sense of brotherhood that can never 
be overthrown. Mortal mind, so 
called, with its legions of erroneous 
suggestions and wrong methods 9 f 
work, would have us believe that 
Christianity— -and those who prac- 
tice it— is powerless before the hosts 
of evil. But the inspired Word of 
the Bible, combined with the teach- 
ings of Christian Science, will con- 
tinue to refute all such false claims. 
The certainty of the divine Word, 
and the positive surety of its ulti- 
mate fulfillment, find ready admis- 
sion and acceptance by those who 
refuse to acknowledge evil as perma- 
nent and real. 

Mary Baker Eddy 

Mary Baker Eddy, the Discoverer, 
Founder, and Leader of Christian 
Science, loved God above all else. 
A most intelligent and spiritually- 
minded person from early youth, 
Mrs. Eddy kept up her search for 
the ultimate cause of all things, and 
looked hopefully for the permanent 
cure of human ills. That her search 
was not in vain is proved by her 
own marvelous healing, as well as 
the healing of thousands of those 
who have adopted her teachings. 
Mrs. Eddy, in prayerful contempla- 
tion of the Bible and of our Master’s 
teachings, finally realized that work 
so great as that of the early prophets 
and that of our Saviour must have 
had its beginning in a divine law 
that is absolute, supreme, and ir- 
revocable. Mrs. Eddy was certain 
that no human condition or pro- 
vision could have brought forth such 
a man as Jesus, the Christ, with his 
wonderful method of healing. Cured 
as she was by spiritual means alone 
in 1866, she began to see that noth- 
ing outside of perfect, unchangeable 
divine law or order could provide 
the means whereby the Saviour 
lived, worked, and healed. 

After years of study and research, 
Mrs. Eddy saw with spiritual clarity 
the underlying Principle and rule of 
scientific being, saw Truth as it is, 
with its healing power. Her nature 
being what it was— wholly unselfish, 
and filled with love for God and 
mankind— she could not possibly be 
satisfied to rest alone in her dis- 
covery and healing. She must go 
on with the work, and share the 
blessing with all mankind. The 
orderly footsteps taken by our 
Leader, the crosses and persecutions 
she endured over the years, could 
not be outlined within the scope of 
one lecture. One would have to 
know each step of Mrs. Eddy’s hu- 
man experience to appreciate, even 
in a degree, what our Leader en- 
dured and overcame in her efforts 
to discover and reveal the Vruth. 
But what she found in the inspired 
Word of the Bible prepared and 
fortified her for the work she was 
divinely led to do. The truth of 
being, which Jesus revealed — hidden 
as it had been for centuries under 
the mass of material observances and 
literal interpretations almost devoid 
of the spirit — dawned upon Mrs. 
Eddy’s consciousness, and in the 
clear light of divine revelation, she 
saw what could be and must be 
done for mankind. 

It was not long after her dis- 
covery that Mrs. Eddy realized what 
the work required in self-offering 
and self-sacrifice. Undaunted, she 
rose above almost heart-breaking 
human situations and conditions. 
Through her own reflection of the 
divine consciousness, Mrs. Eddy was 
able to shut out the personal sense 
of hardship and suffering. Aided by 
God alone, Mrs. Eddy was able to 
write the Christian Science text- 
book, "Science and Health with Key 
to the Scriptures.” It is the text- 
book which provides for all mankind 
a spiritual, practical pattern and 
method of Christianly scientific 
teaching and healing. Thousands do 
know what our leader has done. 
Few, if any, realize what her dis- 
covery and work entailed. Ridicule, 
condemnation, isolation, desertion 
by family and friends these were 
a few of the things our Leader en- 
dured. But out of the years of pa- 
tient study, prayer, and self-sacri- 
fice, there has come in our age this 
great healing agency. It is Mrs. Ed- 
dy’s discovery of Christian Science, 
the perfect Science of Life, Truth, 
and Love. 

Jesus prayed that God’s kingdom, 
the manifestation of divine power, 
would be realized here on earth 
as in heaven. Christian Science 
proves that the reign of absolute 
good is at hand, and that God’s 
power can be demonstrated. Mrs. 
Eddy has given to the world its 
greatest present-day blessing. And 
some day the whole world will give 
back to her genuine gratitude for 
the work she has done. Her fol- 
lowers are doing this now every 
time they think and express the 

pure idea of Truth. 

The Light that Does Not Fall 

Speaking of her discovery, Mrs. 
Eddy writes (Science and Health, 

Pref. p. viii): "The question, What 
is Truth, is answered by demonstra- 
tion, -by healing both disease and 
sin; and this demonstration shows 
thut Christian healing confers the 
most health and makes the best 
men. On this busis Christian Science 
will have a fuir fight." And a few 
pages further on she states (p. x): 
"The author has not compromised 

conscience to suit the general drift 

of thought, but bus bluntly und 
honestly given the text of Truth. . . . 


By thousands of well-authenticated 
cases of healing, she and her stu- 
dents have proved the worth of her 
teachings.’’ After all, what better 
proof can one have than the heal- 
ing of thousands? Curing the sick, 
us well as the needy and sinning — 
is not that sufficient proof of the 
right idea of God and His work for 
man ? 

Mrs. Eddy looked deep into spiri- 
tual reality, and discovered the glori- 
ous signification of the inspired 
Word, or the divine law. In it, she 
recognized the Principle of true 
being and living. Seeing that God 
is infinite goodness, recognizing and 
accepting the light that never fails, 
Mrs. Eddy was able to provide for 
mankind the thing ♦that it needs. 
Her discovery and teachings reveal 
how spiritual-mindcdness, so native 
to all good men, women and chil- 
dren, could and should be used at 
all times. Spiritual consciousness 
saved Mrs. Eddy’s life after physi- 
cians had pronounced a death sen- 
tence from the effects of a fall. 
Christian Science, as revealed by 
Mrs. Eddy, will continue to bring to 
those who fully accept it the great- 
est blessings. All religiously-minded 
persons prove the truth of being in 
some measure. Christian Science 
helps mankind to demonstrate free- 
dom along every line. 

Present-day conditions present a 
great need for intelligent, spiritual 
direction in everyday affairs. That 
mankind requires more than merely 
human planning and help is quite 
evident to all who see as they should. 
Were we to submit to the general 
thought regarding world war, sick- 
ness, and limitation, we might easily 
be made to believe that there is no 
way out. The various claims of the 
carnal mind, with its evil suggestions 
and acceptance of a power other 
than good, would tend to discourage 
even the best of thinkers. But all 
true Christians will refuse to rely 
upon the verdict of error. Christian 
warriors will continue to prove that 
goodness and spirituality are always 
more powerful than any so-called 
carnal thinking, planning, or 
weapon. Firm in his faith that God 
is always at hand to protect and to 
govern, the Christian Scientist ac- 
cepts his spiritual responsibility as 
well as his so-called human duties. 
He remains steadfast at his post, and 
works regularly for the redemption 
and permanent healing of all man- 
kind. He is willing to lay down a 
false human sense of life to take on 
a living, purer consciousness of him 
self, his friend, and his brother. Ev- 
ery Christian Scientist worthy of the 
name is constantly helping to cor- 
rect the illusions and delusions of 
material sense, helping to destroy 
the false concept of God and man. 
Through his own powerful right 
thinking and action, such a one will 
continue fo render effective spirit- 
ual service. 

In all work for ourselves and 
others we can anticipate a substan- 
tial lessening of the so-called forces 
of evil until there is absolutely no 
sin, disease, or death to be over- 
come. Christian work requires a 
large measure of universal love and 
understanding, as well as great pa- 
tience in the persistent effort to 
manifest more of the spirit of Truth. 
God’s warriors, His beloved sons and 
daughters, are armed with divine 
Love. Love’s weapons are the ideas 
of Truth, and they are more power- 
ful than any claim of evil. 

Christian Science teaches that 
man reflects all that God is and 
all that He has. Knowing that there 
are indispensable human footsteps 
yet to be taken, the Scientist avails 
himself, at the present time, of ev- 
ery conceivable thought of good- 
ness, small though it may appear to 
be. From the standpoint of present 
acceptance of the one God, the one 
Spirit, he proceeds and progresses 
into a life that is richer in divine 
substance and love. 

Science enables us to perceive that 
the only real universe is the uni- 
verse of Spirit, and that mortals 
must finally accept the government 
of divine, impartial Love. The 
Christian Scientist is willing to work 
and to wait until all are ready to 
accept the divine law and order, 
while he looks to the Christ to chart 
the course of his own life. The 
promise of Holy Writ for the world, 
with the fulfillment of divine proph- 
ecy, finds ready acceptance by all 
true Scientists. Claims of warring 
nations and of sick, sinning, or dis- 
cordant humanity should be met 
with thoughts of Truth and Love. 
Let us pray with a consciousness of 
present-day spiritual blessing, and 
prove by our thought and deeds 
that we have found the way. The 
whole world awaits the completed 
demonstration of divine Science. 
Seeking the pure ideas of Truth and 
abiding in Spirit, we can prove that 
we have found the light which does 
not fail. 

We cannot progress by attempt- 
ing to tear down another’s good 
w’ork or sincere effort. We must be 
willing to let God destroy evil in 
His own good time and way. Human- 
ly speaking, our footsteps should 
be those which indicate not only a 
full recognition of every good meas- 
ure, but a positive assurance of re- 
lief from all phases of materiality 
through man’s perfect reflection of 
the divine Mind. God will annihilate 
every thing or thought unlike Him- 
self. We can rest in that spiritual 
fact. To this end— for the destruc- 
tion of evil w’as Christian Science 
born. And for the Cause of Truth, 
we too, like Jesus, the Christ, and 
the Discoverer of Christian Science, 
must be willing to work as faithful 
witnesses to the teachings of Truth. 
God never deserts His loyal follow- 
ers. Of that fact there is ubundant 
proof not only in the Bible, but in 
the lives of all those who have 
proved that they love only good. 
Christlikeness among men will al- 
ways bring blessing and healing, and 
bring to fulfillment the promises of 
the inspired Word. 


Spiritual Sense Our Beat Guide 

It is true that evil or ungodly 
thinking has no place in God’s plan 
for the redemption and healing of 
mankind. But divine Spirit with 
loving-kindness does provide a puri- 
fying way. Why? Because Principle, 
the source of all creation, never 
ceases to bless and to cherish. Such 
is the nature of Love and the result 
of its law. Even wayfaring men, 
fools, or those seemingly ignorant 
of God’s direction can awaken to 
the truth about themselves and be 
healed. Science shows that mankind 
can rid itself of the grime and the 
soil of carnality, for God is avail- 
able to all. For all human ills He 
provides the necessary spiritual 
knowledge and understanding. His 
way of salvation through His Science 
is safe and sure. Through His in- 
spired Word and the teachings of 
Mrs. Eddy, Love gives the required 
discipline and correction. But with 
Truth comes also joy and healing. 
Man never need fear the workings 
of God. 

We may think of ourselves as 
wayfaring ones and sometimes even 
fools, because of the things we may 
have said or done. But God knows 
us only as His blessed and obedient 
children, and as such we are never 
outside of His care and His love. 
In Holy Writ, as interpreted by 
Christian Science, we discover man’s 
true selfhood and place. It is a 
selfhood capable of representing 
true affection and wisdom in heal- 
ing, coinciding with good judgment 
in the order of human affairs. To 
everyone in bondage to sin, sick- 
ness, or limitation there can come 
a vision of Christ and its healing 
power. In the words of one great 
humanitarian, "Man must be free 
to find God in his own way; and 
when he finds God, he finds truth; 
and that truth makes him free.” 

Yes, freedom to find God is our 
greatest blessing. But it must be by 
way of God’s appointment, else fail- 
ure ensues at the start, and the 
end is not good. Spiritual sense is 
our best guide for the journey, for 
it takes us away from worldly sense 
into heaven-filled Soul. We desire 
much good, do we not? Then we 
must be prepared and ready for 
service. In that service, spiritual 
sense will always be our best guide 
and protection. Relying on Truth, 
we cannot fail to heal and be healed. 

Consciousness of Power 

In Science and Health Mrs. Eddy 
writes (p. 298), "Spiritual sense, 
contradicting the material senses, 
involves intuition, hope, faith, un- 
derstanding, fruition, reality.” Let 
us consider briefly each of these 
necessary qualities. 

Viewed humanly, the use of "in- 
tuition” might be construed by some 
as an impractical measure, one with- 
out good sence or usefulness. Mor- 
tals generally are quite skeptical as 
to the value of intuition, relegating 
it rather to the supernatural or im- 
practical method of solving human 
problems and affairs. But in Science 
intuition is recognized as a quick- 
ening spirit, as the active exercise 
of divine consciousness, an exercise 
so much needed by all. Inherent in 
all the sons and daughters of God, 
and only awaiting acknowledgment 
and acceptance by mortals, the 
quality of divine intuition proves to 
be one of the most useful in over- 
coming the claims of the flesh. True 
intuition is an angelic message com- 
ing directly from God, from divine 
Mind. To hear His voice* heed and 
use the quickening spirit, is to be 
come conscious of good and what it 
provides. As we cultivate and exer- 
cise spiritual intuition, we shall have 
less and less cause for grumbling. 
Our complaints will disappear in a 
true vision of Love. 

The term "hope” seems to need 
but little explanation, for mankind 
knows quite well its value and help. 
Hope, in Science, is inspired by the 
truth of being. It is joyful antici- 
pation of continued health and suc- 
cess. Real hope waits upon God, 
with an all-pervading sense of the 
accompaniment of Truth. Scientists 
view hope as never senseless or use- 
less, but as alive with joy and always 
productive of good. Hope must pre- 
cede a staunch faith in scientific 
healing, precede a faith which can 
prove that God is impartial Love. 

"Faith," in reality, is absolute re- 
liance upon the one Mind, the all- 
good. True faith has its birth in 
the rule of Principle. And the divine 
order shows that the human sense 
of faith must prove itself worthy of 
love. Scientific faith embodies not 
only trustfulness, but trustworthi- 
ness. As such, our confidence in 
God will have its proof of infinite 
good. Absolute faith, Science shows, 
is complete spiritual understanding, 
the quality named next in the pat- 
tern of Love. 

In Science, "understanding” is per- 
fect spiritual consciousness, a true 
knowledge of God, which excludes 
all but the good. Understanding is 
the intelligent concept of Love, of 
Love that has no thought of sin, 
materiality, or carnality, but is con- 
scious of God-given health and har- 
mony, of good will among men. Real 
spiritual understanding is produc- 
tive of all the good that is apparent 
in divinity. Therefore, in exercise 
or demonstration of that quality, 
we can aid in bringing to human 
consciousness the best there is — the 
best in thought, in work, and in 
substance or supply. We can have 
fruitage of the right kind. And 
Christian Science provides it in a 
service to the one God whom Scien- 
tists understand to be the one 
Father und Mother of all. 

•Fruition” is a term dear to every 
Scientist, because in it he discerns 
the definite provision of Love. As 
God, Spirit, sees und gives only good, 
so the real man, His perfect image 
and likeness, must partake of an 
abundance of right ideas which are 
productive of good in full measure. 


God, being what Ho is, His creation, 
the real man and the real universe, 
must be the perfect reflection of 
divine goodness and love, with a 
plentiful harvest of right ideas or 
things. True being is explained in 
Christian Science, and there we see 
reality for what it is. 

The term "reality” may seem dif- 
ficult to explain, but in Science the 
word is used to express the abso- 
lute truth. Probably it is the thought 
which the human being most re- 
sents, because reality, like its Prin- 
ciple or source, rejects every er- 
roneous sense of a person, a place, 
or a thing. Reality is grounded 
upon absolute Being. Not an atom 
of matter, or false thought of hu- 
man being, not a single sense of 
that which is untrue, unreal, or 
limiting can exist in the realm of 
absolute Truth. Reality includes only 
health, harmony, and immortality. 
Where but in a perfect Science could 
one find such revelation and teach- 
ing? Christian Science presents the 
opportunity to demonstrate that man 
•is free, unlimited, and joyous. The 
real man is without envy or hate. 
In humble gratitude we can well 
thank God for the work of Christ 
Jesus and that of our Leader. 
Through membership and service in 
the Church of Christ, Scientist, we 
can give sustaining evidence of our 
allegiance to Truth and of our will 
ingness to promote good thrqugh our 
beloved Cause. Membership in 
church and activity in our move- 
ment have brought endless bless- 
ings to God’s faithful ones. 

AHHiiranee of God's Ever-presence 

Without a true sense of the Sci- 
ence of being, one is left well-nigh 
stranded before the claims of mortal 
birth, human life, and untimely 
dying, with their many false be- 
liefs. To escape these illusive and 
delusive suggestions, *one is com- 
pelled to look beyond the so-called 
sciences of the world. The ways of 
mortal belief have done little to 
prevent illness, want, and the de- 
structions of war. Today we are 
faced with the necessity to manifest 
a higher degree of intelligence, a 
larger sense of universal love, a 
more compassionate tolerance, and 
a courage that does not fail. The 
brotherhood of man must supersede 
the idolatrous worship of persons or 
nations. 

Scientists are learning to speak 
the word of Truth with more and 
more conviction. They recognize 
evil for what it is; not as a reality, 
but as a definite false claim operat- 
ing through mortal consciousness in 
clever, deceptive ways. But as one 
writer announces, "All evil bears 
within itself the seeds of its own 
destruction.” With this fact in mind 
we can advance fearlessly against 
all forms of error. 

Materiality, carnality, with .its 
warring weapons, today is claiming 
that the Christian way of living is 
fast disappearing from the face of 
the globe. That is a lie. But to 
prove it so, one must do more than 
just wishful thinking. One must 
think and act as possessing all power 
over evil, and continue to demon- 
strate in a divine service that the 
fatherhood of God and the brother- 
hood of man are practical ideas 
which have their proof in a pure 
Science. There is wise counsel in 
Mary Baker Eddy’s words (Science 
and Health, p. 29) : "Christians must 
take up arms against error at home 
and abroad. They must grapple with 
sin in themselves and in others, and 
continue this warfare until they 
have finished their course. If they 
keep the faith, they will have the 
crown of rejoicing.” The Christian 
sword is the pure and perfect idea 
of Truth, ana through its use, evil 
beliefs are uncovered, removed, and 
destroyed. 

There is unquestionable evidence 
that our Leader recognized the work 
that had to be done if the whole 
world was to be freed of fear, greed, 
hate, and destruction. Mrs. Eddy’s 
demonstration in her own life, com- 
bined with the proof of her work 
in the lives of her loyal followers, 
witnesses to the fact, and presents 
conclusive evidence, that the exer- 
cise of God-given intelligence and 
spirituality is the most powerful 
weapon mankind can use in estab- 
lishing freedom and peace. To know 
the fact about error is very different 
from accepting it and indulging in 
evil. Scientists do not overlook war, 
sickness, sin, or death. But they re- 
fuse to believe that these false 
claims are inevitable, a necessary 
part of human experience. Scien- 
tists know that the power of God is 
ever present and that it can be 
manifested right here on earth. Mrs. 
Eddy’s followers anticipate the tri- 
umph of Truth over diabolical be- 
liefs and workings. They are con- 
fident that the Cause of Christian 
Science, moving forward under the 
spiritual animus of divine, impar- 
tial Love, will continue to prosper 
and spread its glorious fruitage upon 
earth and humankind. 

The Discipline of A True Education 

In the Bible, in the fifteenth chap- 
ter of Luke’s Gospel, there is pre- 
sented a most interesting study. In 
it we may view the three forms or 
modes of evil most generally ac- 
cepted by humankind. Jesus’ para- 
bles of the lost sheep, the lost coin, 
and the prodigal son, as related by 
Luke, provide profitable study and 
bring helpful lessons for us all. 
Silly, ignorant, and malicious modes 
of wrongdoing might reasonably be 
the interpretation of the means of 
evil represented in the straying 
sheep, the lost money, and the way- 
ward son. 

It is silly, though human thought 
may suggest it as an innocent ad- 
venture. to wander away from a 
shepherd and a pasture which are 
providing all that one needs. The 
lost sheep was not compelled to leave 
the protecting fold. The lumb’s silly 
idea of perhaps greener pastures 


away from the shepherd must have 
brought a testing time and a return 
under many thoughts of loneliness 
and fear. Nevertheless, the shep- 
herd was always there awaiting only 
recognition and obedience. And the 
silly little lamb was soon restored to 
the fold. Better never to have left 
Love’s protecting arm, but good to 
see the possibility of return. 

In the parable of the lost coin, we 
may see a woman’s plight as she 
swept her house in search of that 
which had seemingly disappeared. 
No doubt, the labor brought bene- 
ficial training. Yet, the use of in- 
telligence and the exercise of a right 
sense of memory would have pre- 
vented the so-called trial. To lose 
the coin, and then have to spend 
time in searching, surely isn’t the 
best way to think and act. But even 
so, while under the belief of depriva- 
tion or frustration, one can still 
prove that divine Mind is at hand. 
Is it not human ignorance of Truth 
which causes all our losses, and is 
not the remedy a conscious reflec- 
tion of the divine Mind? Our own 
worldly affairs, like those of the 
above-mentioned woman, demand 
more intelligent thought and action. 
We do not need to lose what we 
have and then spend hours in re- 
covery. Truth teaches that it is 
possible, yes, necessary, to protect 
our supply of good. As we recognize 
the value of a divine reliance and 
an intelligent approach to the hu- 
man problem, less and less time will 
be spent in useless seeking. Yet we, 
too, like the woman, can rejoice that 
the lost can be restored. We should 
rejoice in the fact that ignorance 
will finally yield to spiritual en- 
lightenment. Through the lesson on 
the woman there can come much 
useful teaching. The coin, evidently 
representing something very good, 
was found, but its recovery entailed 
work that could have been avoided. 
Divine Love, through its Science, 
shows that there is a better way. 

Only a clear, divine realization of 
the absolute fact of being can help 
us to understand the parable of the 
prodigal son. Full of meaning and 
of great help to those who would 
know and demonstrate man’s true 
relationship to his Father, this para- 
able is a healing sermon which one 
does well to study and to heed. The 
dissipation and wastefulness of so- 
called mortal or carnal mind are 
sorry things to contemplate. Science 
shows that to the thought which 
willingly yields itself to evil there 
must come the necessary awaken- 
ing. Either through sufficient suf- 
fering, or through an acceptance of 
divine Science, mankind partakes of 
the lessons it needs. Prodigality in 
any form should have its correction. 
Love asks nothing of us but what 
we can give. The schooling which 
comes through the discipline of a 
true education is Love’s way of prov- 
ing our worthiness to receive. "Over 
a wounded sense of its own error, 
let not mortal thought resuscitate 
too soon,” counsels Mrs. Eddy (Mis- 
cellaneous Writings, p. 145). Why? 
Because the practice of Science 
proves that a too quick release from 
spiritual discipline and training may 
cause human thought to revert again 
to its own carnal ways. We can 
well let evil be destroyed in accord- 
ance with the divine order. It is 
true, as the parable illustrates, that 
perfect Love, as represented by the 
Father, does welcome home and 
bountifully provide for the return- 
ing penitent. But only after, not 
before, the prodigal, himself, sees 
the evil in his own thinking, and 
humbly praying for forgiveness, 
seeks the right way home. 

How often human thought yields 
to silly, ignorant, and malicious 
forms of evil! But such a course is 
not necessary, and Christian Science 
shows why. All can learn to work 
and pray as Jesus did. The Master’s 
prayers healed the sick and the sin- 
ning. and met every human need 
with a proof of divine Love. We must 
not be misled by error's claims and 
boastings. They are lies which can 
and will be destroyed by the faithful 
followers of the inspired Word. 

Speaking of the scientific practice 
of Jesus, Mrs. Eddy writes (Retro- 
spection and Introspection, p. 92), 
“The method of his religion was not 
too simple to be sublime, nor w as his 
power so exalted as to be unavail- 
able for the needs of suffering mor- 
tals, whose wounds he healed by 
Truth and Love." Glorious words, 
not only of promise, but replete 
with the consciousness of practical 
fulfillment here on earth. Right 
desire and consistent, persistent 
prayer are the best means of salva- 
tion. It is thus that the healing 
works of Christian Science are made 
to appear. 

Let me tell you of a healing ac- 
complished entirely by Christian 
Science prayer, or treatment. The 
man of whom 1 speak became in- 
terested in Science »hrough the in- 
stantaneous healing of bis wife, of 
a congenital hip and pelvic condi- 
tion. Shortly after this healing, the 
man was seized by a most insidious 
suggestion, namely, that he. himself, 
could no longer carry on his work 
because of inability to concentrate 
and think. He was an officer of a 
large company, holding a well-paid 
position. Heretofore he had com- 
manded the respect and admiration 
of his superior officers, who looked 
to him for great progress in the 
business. Growing more and more 
fearful and disturbed at the condi- 
tion of his thought, the man came 
to a state bordering on complete 
mental collapse, alarming to his su- 
periors and other co-workers. 

Before relying entirely upon 
Christian Science, he was encour- 
aged to seek a medical diagnosis. 
The physician’s verdict revealed low- 
blood pressure, a run-down physical 
condition, with other complications. 
A short time after the medical ex- 
amination, a case of appendicitis be- 
came apparent. Wavering between 
medical practice and Christian 
Science treatment, the man reached 


a state of despair which culminated 
in a desire of self-destruction. With 
suicide in thought, one day he 
climbed to the top of a building in 
a great city, from which he had de- 
cided to leap. As he was about to 
do so, his thoughts turned for an 
instant to review what he had seen 
and known of Christian Science 
healing. Instead of jumping, there 
came to him an irresistible desire to 
see a practitioner. Yielding to the 
better thought, he telephoned for an 
appointment, and was urged to come 
at once for help. The patient and 
loving counsel and work of the prac- 
titioner finally resulted in complete 
healing. Claims of incompetency, 
severe pain, beliefs of lack due to 
many absences from his office, dis- 
cord in the home which had devel- 
oped from a divided thought — all 
these false claims yielded to a pure 
consciousness of health and har- 
mony that has been permanent. In 
the man’s own words: "The healing 
brought a greater manifestation of 
power and ability than I had ever 
known before. This truer sense of 
good brought in its wake a large 
bonus from the company, with added 
monthly compensation, which has 
ended a thought of limitation cov- 
ering many years.” Fear, discour- 
agement, pain, and inharmony have 
been overcome. As the man re- 
marked, "I now know what Nehe- 
miah meant when he said, The peo- 
ple had a mind to work.’ ” True 
selfhood, and with it, proper self- 
control, have come to this man 
through God’s perfect Science. This 
man is now experiencing freedom 
in health and abundant supply. 
Through Mrs. Eddy’s revelation he 
has learned that all is well in God’s 
kingdom, and that is the place in 
which he must stay. 

God First 

Centuries ago, the great Roman 
scholar, Pliny, spoke of the early 
Christians as "binding themselves 
by a aa cramentum to commit no 
kind of crime” (Hasting's Bible Dic- 
tionary). In those days the word 
"sacrament,” as applied to a Roman 
soldier's oath, had an unusual mean- 
ing. Translated into English it 
reads: "We were called to the war- 
fare of the living God in our very 
response to the sacramental words” 
(ibid.). What a calling! In her 
writings, Mrs. Eddy quotes the early 
scholar. Pliny, in his "description 
of the character of true greatness,” 
as follows (The First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, and Miscellany, p. 
150): "Doing what deserves to be 
written, and writing what deserves 
to be read; and rendering the world 
happier and better for having lived 
in it." She adds to his thought one 
of her own and says, “Strive thou 
for the joy and crown of such a pil- 
grimage — the service of such a mis- 
sion.” What better example for a 
life of Christian character! The 
Christ is at hand, and the holy war- 
fare is glorious. There is no need 
to fear, for divine Love is always 
near. To human sense, the so-called 
ships of state may seem to strike 
troubled waters. "Be not afraid, 
only believe,” said the greatest heal- 
er. minister, and statesman of all 
times. Not to be afraid, but to love, 
understand, and use the Science of 
the Christ! Would not the result be 
the same as it was with Jesus — a 
complete dominion over evil, with a 
victory that is beneficial to all man- 
kind? 

The followers of Mary Baker Eddy 
fully subscribe to the teachings of 
the Master, and to the religious 
Tenets of the Christian Science or- 
ganization.

out into the darkness and put your 
hand into the hand of God. That 
shall be to you better than a light 
and safer than a known way.’ ” To 
these beautiful words, may I add 
one of Mrs. Eddy’s references to 
Jesus’ work and our part in it (Ret- 
rospection and Introspection, p. 
92 1 : “May we unloose the lachets of 
his Christliness, inherit his legacy 
of love, and reach the fruition of his 
promise: If ye abide in me, and my 
words abide in you, ye shall ask 
what ye will, and it shall be done

Newton Tennis 
Team Sweeps 
Annual Tourney 

Roaring through the interscholas- 
tic tennis tournament at Winchester 
this week with “shots” that could be 
heard all over Greater Boston the 
Newton High six-man tennis team 
overwhelmed all opposition to score 
25 points for a new record. It was 
the orange and black’s seventh con- 
secutive title and kept intact an un- 
defeated record which has stretched 
over several years to reach the amaz- 
ing figure of 63 team matches with- 
out a defeat. 

Inspired and roused perhaps by

With five of the 
eight players in this round Newton 
entries the luck of the early draw 
brought Ted Woods and Dick Lowry 
together with the latter topping his 
teammate, 6 — 4, 6 — 1. Powers turned 
back Penniman of Winchester, seed- 
ed No. 3 in a two-set match, * 6 — 4, 
6 — 3 and Lynch disposed of Jimmie 
Coon, Winchester No. 5 seeded star 
after losing the first set. The scores

The semifinals thus pitted Lynch 
against his teammate Powers and 
Skakle against Woods. Lynch took 
two 6 — 3 sets from Powers on Tues- 
day to gain the finals while Skakle 
overcame Woods’ threat yesterday af- 
ternoon by scores of 6 — 3, 7 — 5.

Lynch, Powers, Wood and Skakle 
are eligible to compete in the na- 
tional interscholastic tournament at 
the Merion Cricket Club in Pennsyl- 
vania this summer by virtue of be- 
coming the four semi-finalists in the 
local tourney.

Fire Dept. Golf Title 


For a short time last Saturday af- 
ternoon supporters of the Newton 
High track team visualized a possi 
ble victory in the annual State in 
terscholastic meet being held at the 
Dickinson stadium in Newtonville, 
The strong Mechanic Arts team, hea- 
vily favored to defend its champion- 
ship of a year ago, however, came 
through to pile up points in every 
one of the nine events for a total of 
30 against 18% for Newton, 14 for 
Boston English, 12% for Somerville, 
12 for Rindge Tech, and scattered 
scoring up to 7 points for Lawrence, 
Medford and other schools. 

In repeating its 1940 victory Me- 
chanics furnished three individual 
champions and the fastest relay team 
while Newton found two individuals 
who topped all their rivals. This 
pair, both sophomores, will unques- 
tionably be heard from during the 
next two seasons of track. One, 
Phil Walsh, tossed the shot 46 ft. 
7 3-8 inches to defeat his closest ri- 
val, Gregor Orsini of Medford by 
18 inches. During the trial puts 
Walsh, in sneakers, found the put- 
ting circle a little slippery from the 
mud but with Orsini having a few 
inches margin to that point the New- 
ton sophomore put all he had into a 
successful effort to get the iron ball 
out further. 

The other Newton winner, Gordon 
Thomas came within three eighths 
of an inch of breaking the broad 
jump record which has stood for 18 
years at 22 ft. 2% inches. Thomas 
cleared 22 ft. 2 1-8 inches. 

Going into the running events New- 
ton led and when Harold Peterson, 
Mechanics hurdler counted on for at 
least second place, fell midway of his 
trial heat the breaks seemed to be 
going against the Artisans. New- 
ton’s hopes were raised slightly when 
a hoped for but uncertain third place 
by Charlie Hyde in the 220 went 
down onto the books as 2 points for 
the orange and black. Then came 
the 100-yard dash final with New- 
ton’s Ray Hunting having won his 
trial heat and then nosed out the 
favored Ed Medley of Lawrence in 
a blistering semi-final. But the final 
went to Medley with Olson of Me- 
chanics Arts second and Hunting 
third in a blanket finish. 

Meanwhile in the 440-yard run 
Watkins. Artisan negro star, had 
cracked badly in his heat while Nor- 
man Williams of Newton had turned 
in a second heat win in 54.7s. The 
final recapitulation of times gave the 
Newton entry only sixth best time. 

Mechanics athletes had the stuff 
in the high jump and relay to pull 
further away from the field. Tom 
Collins, leaping 6 ft. 2 3-4 inches, 
broke the jump record set by Billy 
Pescosolido of Newton in 1939. Col- 
lins essayed 6 feet, 3 3-4 inches but 
failed though on his last try an elbow 
barely flicked the bar to knock it 
down. Captain Eliot Mover of New- 
ton turned in a tie for third at 5 feet 
10 inches for a point. 

Running against Boston English 
the Newton relay team had a close 
brush with their rivals. Hyde, lead- 
off for Newton, staged a neck and 
neck affair with Whittredge. English 
took a slight lead on the exchange 
of batons with Gordon Thomas and 
Norman Williams holding to the heels 
of the second and third Hub runners. 
Hunting ran the anchor leg for New- 
ton and on the back turn fought his 
way past Bossi, English anchor, and 
drove across the tape two yards in 
the van. Newton’s time was fourth 
best with Mechanics, Somerville and 
Rindge turning in faster clockings. 

Newton will close its season to- 
morrow competing in the annual in- 
terscholastic meet of high and prep 
schools at Mt. Hermon School at 
Northfield.
